Berlin Says Last of Czar's Force is Driven 
from East Prussia—More 
Bombs Dropped. 


Todai^'s War News 
Q-iven in Summary. 


The 
German 
office 
announces 
that a Russian attempt to attack 
Tilsit, East Prussia, in the recent 
dash across the border to Memel, has 
been defeated. 
It is said also that 
several efforts of the Russian forces 
in northern Poland to advance re- 
sulted in failure. 
Unofficial advices 
from Berlin are that the last of the 
Russian forces which invaded the 
northern part of East Prussia have 
been expelled. 


Hartman-Weilerkopf, a height in 
the Vosges, for possession of which 
the French and Germans have been 
fighting for several weeks, has been 
won by the French. 
An official an- 
nouncement to this effect from Paris 
is confirmed by the German war of- 
fice. 


Aviators of Germany and the allies 
threw bombs yesterday 
on several 
towns at widely separated points 
along the western front, including 
Strassburg, 
capital 
of 
Alsace- 
Lorraine and Calais, on the English 
channel. 
So far as is disclosed no 
serious damage was done. 
A French 
aviator was brought down by the 
Germans near Arras. 


!^rlin, March 27.—^The Rusgian offen- 
eive movement against the East Pt^- 
eia^ territoiy to the north of 
Tilsit 
came to an end last Friday with the 
expulsion of the last Russian from the 
province. 


^ The invaders were thrown back across 
the border after a brief but hard fight 
and the Germans advanced to a point in 
front of Polangen. The Russians were 
at Krottingen 
and 
Jakubow. 
Steps 
have been taken to guard the inhab- 
itants of this district against further 
invasion of this kind. 


The Official Report. 


The German general staff today gave 
out a report on the progress of the fight- 
ing which reads as follows: 


"In the Vosges the French yesterday 
evening occupied 
the 
top 
Hartman- 
Weilerkopf, on the edge of a height held 
by GenAan troops. 


"French 
aviators 
yesterday 
threw 
bombs on 
Bapaume 
and 
Strassburg 
without doing any military damage. In 
Bapaume eleven Frenchmen were killed 
•find twenty-two severely wounded. 


"At a point northwest of Arras we 
dropped a few bombs on Calais. 


"A French aviator was compelled to 
come to the groimd at a point north- 
west of Arras. 


"Russian troops, who started from 
Tauroggen to loot Tilsit in the same 
way they looted Memel have been re- 
pulsed near Lai^argen. 
They suffered 
heavy losses and were driven back over 
the Jediorupa river. 


"Several Russian advances between 
the Augustowo forts and the Vistula 
have been repulsed, and in some places 
this fighting continues."

DEFENSE NOW 
BEINUEARD 


Government Completes Its 
Side in Terre Haute 
Conspiracy Cases. 


ROBERTS AND REST 
WILL TAKE STAND 


Montgomery, First Witness, 
Denies All Testimony 
Against Him. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., March 27.—The 
government completed its side in the 
Terre Haute election case in federal 
court here today. 
It was 10:18 o'clock 
w h ^ United States District Attorney 
Frank C. Dailey announced that 
the 
government rested its case in chief. A. 
0. Stanley, chief counsel for the de- 
fense, theif was granted time for con- 
ference with his colleagues. 


Since the trial began, March 8, the 
government examined 297 witnesses, a 
number of whom were recalled and tes- 
tified a second time. 


Included among the government wit- 
nesses were Governor Samuel M, Ral- 
ston, of Indiana, and practically all of 
the 88 men who have pleaded guilty to 
the indictment on which the 28 men 
are now on trial. 


Roberts Will Testify. 


The defense has given no word of 
how it will meet the charges of the gov- 
ernment but it was said that Mayor 
Donn M. Roberts and practically all of 
the defendants in addition to a num- 
ber of other witnesses will testify. 


The government had in court today 
one of the voting machines used in 
Terre Haute in the election of Novem- 
ber 3, 1914, which the 28 defendants 
are alleged to have conspired to cor- 
rupt. 


A. O. Stanley, counsel for the de- 
fense some time ago asked Judge Ander- 
son to produce one of the machines in 
court to be used by the defense. 


Nathan G. Wallace, auditor of Vigo 
county, was the first witness today, 
having been recalled to verify the ticket 
now on the machine as the one that was 
on the machine when it was used in the 
lastNovember election. 
He also showed 
where the •^¿.ndidates for United States 
senator and for member of 
congress 
were located on the machine. 
On cross 
examination Wallace said he had been 
summoned by the defense to produce 
the machine in court. • 


Demonstrates Machine. 


George W. Greenleaf, an expert ma- 
chinist, was called to demonstrate the 
work of the machine.

After having for several years on one 
pretext and another put off fulfillment 
of his promise to manry Miss Wilson, 
Jacobs is said to have become engaged, 
to the New Haven woman, to visit 
whom he has been making frequent trips 
to the Fort Wayne suburb during the 
past three or four months, and it U one 
of the theories of the . murder that jeal- 
ousy and a sense of great wrong was a 
motive underlyiug and prompting thé 
killing. 


Miss Wilson's story is that Jaoobfl 
threatened last night to kill her and 
was making an attack on her with a 
chair in the diningroom of the Jacobs 
home, when she defended herself with a 
.3 2-caliber revolver. 


Affairs in Jacobs'.home and his appar 
ent relations with Miss Wilson have 
lately been the subject of severe gossip 
in this city, especialljr in the neighbor 
hood of their residence.

Fort Wa3me High School's 
Station Interesting as 
Experiment. 


Prof.' George W. Carter, director 
of 
science at the Fort Wayne high and 
manual tradning school, several months 
ago installed a high-powered 
wireless 
apparatus at the school building, and 
at many times since has listened to 
messages from along the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts, and from ships at sea. Each 
day he hears the New York Times ma- 
rine reports come over the air waves, 
and often as he sat at his instrmnent in 
the dark little room on the top floor 
of the high school building, he has heard 
United States cruisers and men-of-war 
at sea. 


"The other night," said Mr. Carter, in 
discussing hia apparatus, "I heard an 
amateur over in Ohio somewhere talking 
to Indianapolis. 
And soon after they 
had finished I heard Boston calling to 
Indianapolis. 


"Several nights lat«r I picked up a 
message from the captain of the steam- 
er Somerset, tavo days out in the Atlan- 
tic. 


It was addressed to his .wife in 
Philadelphia, and told when he woidd 
arrive home, and that he had had a safe 
journey through tlie danger zone. 
It 
finished 'with love.'" 


Prof. Carter gi-inned as he told of this 
bit of air-wave eaves-dropping, and be- 
gan to tick at his instrument. 
Not a 
night passes when he does not pick up 
messages from all over Ohio, Indiana, 
and often from ships on the Great lakes. 
Kow and then some gulf steamer ticks 
a naessage to him, and he has heard 
Cape Hatteras consulting Washington, 
D. C., on government business. 


The students are taking a tremen- 
dous interest in the outfit, and wireless 
telegraphy has become a part of the reg- 
ular coirrse of study in the physics de- 
partment. 
IVIany of the 
boys 
have 
learned the wireless code, and are able 
to receive as well as to send messages. 
The study of the machine comes imder 
the head of electrical science, and is 
taken up in both 
divisi)>bs 
of 
the 
classes.

HE DREAMS OF GOLD 
IN WABASH COUNTY 


Ike Eellier, Aged 91, Farmer Wear Rich 
Valley, Has Had Visions of Un- 
told Wealth in Ground.

stony bluff just at the northern edge of 
Eich Valley, lives one of the county's 
best known residents. 
He is Ike Kel- 
lar, a venerable old 
man 
ninety-one 
years of a ^ , '"'ho has lived in Wa- 
bash county for the past eighty-eight 
years. 
He flrat lived on the farm jtist 
jjorthweat of Rich Valley, till in 1912 
ho, moved into the little bungalow on 
the hill top. 
It was liere and at that 
time ^Mr. Kellar began to dream roman- 
tic dreams. 


During the first night in the 
new 
hous« he experienced • his 
first 
gold 
dream. The substance of the dream was 
this: ITiat in a cert«,in spot near the 
•house an iron bolt lay buried, behind 
this bolt was a tunnel at the end of 
vhich was a be<i of gold formed in bars. 
He not only dieamed this the first night, 
but lie haa continued to do so every 
night since. Mr. Kellar dreams of noth- 
ing but gold by day. 
According to his 
theory the gold foimd itg resting place 
In the following way: He believes that 
this section of the countin' was once a 
great lake, and that at one time a ship 
carrying a load of gold was sunk near 
the present site of Mr, Kellar's home. 
Tlius, he thinks, after many years of 
change nothing but the gold remains. 


Moved by his incessant dreaming and 
talking of gold his children, Mss ]\Iay- 
me Kellar and Mrs. Welsh, Anally de- 
cided to satisfy their father's longings 
bv having a hole dug on the spot pre- 
Bcribed in the dream. 
A trench two 
feet deep and about six feet long was 
excavated south of the 
house. 
Sure 


enough a piece of iron resembling a 
bolt -was found. However, no ttmnel was 
discovered. 
But in this 
trench were 
found rocks containing streaks or veins 
of a yellow substance which looked like 
gold. 
In accordance with his dreams 
several other holes were dug 
to the 
north and west of the house. Rocks eimi- 
lar to those in the trench were found. 


Several species of the rock were eent 
to the state geologist at Indianapolis 
about a month ago. 
He reported the 
rock to contain yellow mica, a sub- 
stance not very valuable unless found 
in great quantities. 
Other samples were 
sent to an assayer in Lafayette and he 
reported that silver, lead and mica were 
in the rocks. 


jMr. Kellar is not satisfied with these 
results. 
He says, "Find the right spot 
and you will find gold." Is'ot only Mr. 
Kellar but also his daughters believe 
that their land contains a rich deposit 
of some metal and if a closer research 
reveals anything further a mine may be 
opened and possibly gold may be dis- 
covered and ]Mr. Kellar's dreams be ful- 
filled. 


Isaac Kellar was ninety-one years old 
last December and although at an ad- 
vanced age he is still capable of being 
about. 
He says he feels no older now 
than he did forty years ago. The Kel- 
lar family has always tteen reputed as 
dreamers of authentic dreams, many of 
them coming true. 
Consequently then, 
if Mr. Kellar's "gold dream" comee true 
Wabash county will experience a sen- 
sation never before felt in this scction 
of the state.

Peace in Ninety 
Days? 


WitMn the past few days there has come from stu- 
dents of the war situation—not militarj^ experts—from 
.various points utterances that predict a termination of 
thè European war within ninety days, or, at most, within 
live months from the present date. 
However well- 
grounded or-fatuous such prediction may later prove to 
be, it is signiiicant as showing; that early peace is counted 
upon in many quarters and it is interesting to stu'"^^^ 
.the basis JJot sudi deductions. 


It is SvSarcely to be doubted that both the allies and 
l&ermany hav^^e given to Colonel House or to some other an 
i n f o r m a i hint of the basis upon which they would bo 
willing to gi.ve hearing to negotiations for terminating 
the struggle. 
It is argued that results thus far have 
shown that thev Grennan -forces cannot conquer and over- 
ruii France; thiit Eussia cannot successfully invade Ger- 
many; that Yon\ Hindenberg will not be able to farther 
drive his fighting ; .columns into Eussia, and that not even 
Kichener's new -Blritish army will be sufficient to drive 
bapk the Germans to the Rhine. Paris, Berlin, London 
and Warsaw are ai'I, apparently safe from capture by foes. 


5- Then what? "^he answer, insist the experts, is dead- 
lock. Kinety days -will bring the world to July 1, eleven 
months after the beginning of tlie gigantic struggle. It 
is probable that during these ninety days the continent of 
Europe is doomed tò witness the most ferocious fighting, 
the m o s t dreadful cairnage, the most frightful waste of- 
liuman flesh and blood she has yet seen. 
There mil be 
victories and defeats cm both sides, but neither will be de- 
cisively whipped. Eax^h is too big, the fighting forces of 
each are too vast and widely scattea'ed to place anything 
like that within the ré aim of probabiUtj^ Signs of des- 
peration are not absent from either iside. Out of the dead- 
jock, out of the exhaustion, out of tlbe impoverishment and 
the sacrifice, sanity mu&t soon coxinsel terms of peace. 
That is today's war observation as many of the world's 
keenest observers see it.

So you'd better get a move on and 
make your own. Have YOURS one of 
the first—not the last—of these fasci- 
nating playthings. 


You can use your periscope in a dozen 
games, in your war play—and just for 
the. fun of using it. 


"Hyposcope" is the true name for this 
optical instrument, though "periscope" is 
commonly used. It means "seeing from 
below." Tlie true periscope permits the 
looker to "see all -around" at one glance. 


You can make your hyposcope out of 
the following material: 


An old shoe box, two mirrors, foiu- 
small pieces of wood, two rubber bands,, 
and four small nails, or a little glue. 


If you cant find a shoe box in the 
house, you can buy one for a few. cents 
at a shoe store. It is best to have a 
narrow box, say five inches wide and 
14 or 15 inches long. 


You can buy the mirrors at a tcin- 
jQent store, for 5 cents each. If your box 
is fiA'e inches wide, have your mirrors 
five inches long. 


Cut a hole, of the dimensions shown 
in Fig. 1, in tlie bottom of the box at 
one end. In the lid, which is shown in 
li^g. 2, cut a similar hole, at the other 


Fig. 6 shows the box with th© lid 
taken off and the mirrors in place. The 
two upper strips of wood (Fig. 4) are 
glued or nailed to the sides of the box, 
as shown, to hold the mirror in place, 
face slanting downward at aji angle of 
45 degrees with the top. 


The other two pieces shovm in Fig. 4 
are placed similarly at the bottom 
hold the other mirror in place. 
This 
mirror, also at ait. angle of. 45 degrees, 
faces the hole cut in the bottom of the 
box. 


Then put on the cover, and use the 
rubber bands to hold it in place. That 
finishes the periscope. 


You can use it to look aroomd comers, 
as, well as for looking owr obstacles. 


With a little more expense .iand trou- 
ble you can make a periosopa 10 feet 
long, to reach over tho tci> of a shed, 
perhaps. HHake it out of thin, narrow 
boards as long as you wangt them; The

In ancient Jewish life, the PassoA'er 
Avas the first of the three pilgrim festi- 
vals, upon Avhich e\cry male Jew Avas 
required to present himself in 
person 
a t the central sanctuary m Jerusalem. 
Although the Passover lias certain fea- 
tures in ox)mmon Avith 
the 
universal 
spring. festiA^l, it is its historical sig- 
nificance AA-hich giAcs it lasting vital- 
ity. 


It is the great independence day of the 
JeAV; the first event in his national his- 
torj-. an event whicli became fundamen- 
tal in all his thinking, too, as eA'idenced 
by the frequent reference to the gieat 
deliverance. 


The fèstivàl is ushered in by a fam- 
ily service, called the Seder, at Avhich 
certain symbolic ceremonials arc 
ob- 
served. fEach participant—and the IOAV- 
liest is privileges to sit at the 
table 
that night—is required to drink four 
cups of Avine, in memory of the four 
promises made by the Eternal to 
re- 
deem Israel from bondage. 


On the table are the unleavened cakes 
(matzos), the 
shin-bone 
of 
a 
lamb 
(roasted on the coals), commemoratiA'e 
of the Paschal sacrifice, a roasted egg, 
a mixture of apples and nuts 
(charo- 
seth), to symbolize the 
mortar A\-ith 
Avhich the "Egj-ptians made bitter the 
lives" of the fathers, and bitter herbs 
(maror), reminiscent 
of the 
imhappy 
days in Egypt. 


In song and story, the tale of the op- 
pression and the deliverance is rehears- 
ed. 
Psalms of 
thanksgiving 
(hallel), 
strike the keynote of the happy occa- 
sion. 
The services, i n t e r r u p t ^ for the 
family dinner, closes with a number of 
merry folk-songs, 
expressiA'e 
of 
the 
character of the celebration. 


During the Aveek of the festiA'al, un- 
leavened- bread is eaten instead of the 
usual leaA'en. In orthodox homes, great 
care is ta.ken that all traces of leaven 
be removed before the beginning of the 
festival. 
Sets of dishes, otherwise un- 
used, are provided. 


Services are held in the synagogs and 
Bemum» preached in keeping with the 
thoughts of the festival.

of The Song of Songs are read.

Objection to Easter Sunday 
Battle Puts Date Over 
to April 5. 


Havana, March 27.—The flght between 
Jack Johnson and Jess Willard, which had 
been scheduled to take place here on April 
4 for the heavyweight championship^^ oi 
the world, has been postponed until Mon- 
day, April 5. 


It is scheduled to begin at 12:30 p. m. 
The postponement was aue to a request 
made by President iienocal, of Cuba. In 
a letter to the fight promoters he said 
that great objection has arisen in Cuba 
and the United States to the flght taking 
place Easter Sunday, a holy day, and he 
requested that the event bo postponed 
until the following day. 


A meeting of the principals and pro- 
moters waji at once held and the request 
of President Menocal was acceded to. 
iSonerlcans here have been surprised at 
the opposition in Cuba to hold the light 
on Easter Sunday. 
The promoters were 
assured that at least 5,000 more people 
would attend any other day than Easter. 
The date or^lnally was set for Saturday, 
April S, but It was changed to Sunday at 
the request of several Havana associa- 
tions. 
It is evident that Johnson had 
some inkling to this trouble over the date 
for he has slowed up hi» training notice- 
ably in the last two days.

Many Changes in Service. 


Wonderful changes have ., taken place 
in the operating of cars since the street 
car service was 
first 
inaugurated 
in 
Fort Wayne in 1871, forty-four years 
ago. 
A resident would not have to be 
very old to remember when there were 
no street cars and to recall when the 
first track was laid and the first 
car 
was put into operation, pulled by horses 
or mules. 
It hasn't been so very long 
that the last of the old horse cars had 
to give way to the more modem method 
of transportation. 


The change from horse cars to elec- 
tric occurred on July 4, 1892, and at 
that time the trackage in the city was 
from Huffman and Wells to Creighton 
and Walton, and the West and East 
Main street tracks were the same as at 
present. 
There also .was .a -belt line 
from th«. transfw oomar south acroaa 
OreiAton to Brosdwoy and. from tha 


Twenty Horse Cars. 


There wpre twenty horse cars in op- 
eration in 1892 when the change was 
made. Now there are always 
fifty-two 
cars in service and often more if oc- 
casion demands it. 
At that time there 
were about forty drivers and conduc- 
tors in the service, while now there are 
more than 150 motormen and conduc- 
tors, saying nothing of the men em- 
|Hoyed in the car bams, the offices of 
the company and in the power station. 


Anotlier wonderful change was made 
in the service when on August 1, 1913, 
all cars were changed to the pay-aa-you- 
enter kind.

Herewith is the text of the new law, 
just passed by the legislature, by which 
Indiana exjiects to effect some control 
and to a great extent establish preven 
tion of the great white plague—tuber- 
culosis, 
consumption, 
decline, or any 
name by which this most insidious and 
remorseless of all hujnan 
terrors 
is 
known. 
Read this very important law, 
which is written somewhat more un- 
derstandably to the lay inind than laws 
commonly iire. 
The text of it follows:

It is more thaa probable that a naval 
reserve will be oiganized in Fort Wayne 
as the result of an act Of congress, 
creating a naval reserve of. honorably 
discharged men and authorizing graded 
pay, according to length of service in 
the navy to men who elect to join the 
reserve. 


There are several men in Fort Wayno 
elegible to join the reserve. 
There will 
be organizations in every 
community 
where therift are two or more members. 
They Avill be required to report at a 
designated place in their own commun- 
'jty once each quarter for muster and 
hispection and to sign pay roll. 
Failure 
tA^ 80 report will cause forfeiture of 
ps^y. In a way the naval reserve will 
be', io the navy what the militia is to 
th earmy. 


(filling members of the reserve into 
actPi'e service on board ship for drills 
ftn dexercises is optional with the de- 
partiiient. 
When so called they will re- 
ceive- travel and subsistence and full 
pay t\) their ratings. 


The department intends to ascertain 
and suit the convenience of the men so 
far as , practicable as to the time of 
such acHtive service, as is done in the 
case of tf^he naval militia. 
Due consid- 
erAtion •vi'ill be given to the occupation 
of the mim and its requirements of his 
services.

Crops, Feed Herself, Have 
Something to Sell Every 
Week in the Year and Keep 
More Than One Billion 
Dollars at Home—^¡Diver- 
sification Means IVfore 
Cotton on Less Aci*eage. 


Every Crop May Fail One Year; 
One Crop May Fail Every Year; 
But Every Crop Will Not FaU 
Every Year, 


"The South Will Feed 
Herself." 
These significant words, full of action 
and determination, have been chosen 
as a motto by many of the cotton- 
growing states which hare come to 
realize the warning spoken by the far 
seeing humanitarian and statesman, 
Henry W. Grady, nearly forty years 
ago, that: 
^ 


'To mortgage our farms in New 
fork for money with which to buy 
'meat and bread from outside sources 
is not good business. 


"When every farmer in the South 
eats bread from his own field, meat 
from his own pasture, vegetables from 
his own garden, fruit from his own 
orchard, and butter and milk from 
his own dairy; caring for his crops in 
his own wisdom and growing them in 
independence; making cotton a sur- 
plus crop and selling it in his chosen 
market; in his own time, for cash 
and not for a receipted mortgage— 
then the South will begin to realize 
the fullness of her opportunities." 


Advantages of the South. 


The .South has many advantages as 
an Agricultural and Live Stock Coun- 
try. 
There is a ready market with 
high prices for beef, dairy and poultry 
products, and grain; land Is cheap; 
the climate is mild; the South has a 
long growing season—two and some- 
times three crops can be produced on 
the same soil during the same year; 
the South is adapted to the growing 
of a variety of hay and forage crops, 
root .crops, corn, oats, and other 
grains., Beef can be produced at a 
lesB cost than in the northern states. 


In the South the rainfall is abun- 
daint; everywhere there are streams 
and springs, which are of great benefit 
to the stockman. 


The people of the South are awaken- 
ing to the opportunities offered by 
these natural advantages. 


. 
South Developing Rapidly. 


S^rmers, bankers, and merchants 
are actively engaged In organizing 
plans to meet the problems which are 
confronting them. The cattle tick, the 
enemy of diversified fanning, is being 
successfully controlled by effective 
campaigns conducted over the entire 
South by the United States Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry in co-opera- 
tion with the people. The boll weevil 
is giving way to the introduction of 
practical systems of crop rotation. 
Millions of aicres of hill land are being 
seeded to Bermuda and other grasses 
which serve the double purpose of pro- 
viding pasture for live stock and pre- 
venting the soil from washing. Lespe- 
deza, Bur Clover, Japan Clover, Soy 
Beans, Cowpeas, Sweet Clover, Alfalfa, 
and Velvet Beans are grown in abun- 
dance for hay. Recent demonstrations 
show that Soudan grass is an abun- 
dant crop In nearly every section of 
the South. 


Bringing in Breeding Stock. 


As the 
quarantined' line 
moves 
South, scrub and tick-infested cattle 
are replaced by thoroughbred breeding 
stock. The people have begun to real- 
ize the great economic saving in the 
prodttction of foodstuffs at home; 
otber words, raising a living at home 
instead of buying it from outside mttr- 
Iwits. In fact the South is undergoing 
ftii agricultural revulsion. It took insect 
e^mi«« and crop failures to make the 
p 4 ^ e of the North realize the errors 
«ir# on»«rop system; it hai takmt the 
lll^f^fir^iuiil ^ i^r.of aationa to iai- 
t^ft foot upM th« paople of til«. 


South—that a one-crop sysiem will im- 
jHjverisU any country and will impov- 
erish as well, the people who are liv- 
ing on its farms. 


It is only through diversification of 
crops and the using of our energies 
every day in the year that we can 
make a great, rich couaxtry and a 
strong, prosperous people». It is hard 
to change old established methods, but 
the people of the South are changing 
rapidly from the one-crop system to 
that of diversified farming—the grow- 
ing of legume crops to enrich the soil 
and give it life and humus; the grow- 
ing of live stock, grains, and other 
crops, and cotton as well. The produc- 
tion of cotton in the South will be in- 
creased under a system of diversified 
farming. 


The Great Forward Movement. 


This great forward movement in ag- 
ricultural development is forcibly em- 
phasized by activities of all interests 
in the South. Many states have effect- 
ed permanent organizations to conduct 
educational campaigns for the im- 
provement of agriculture and com- 
merce. 
Oklahoma, 
Arkansas , Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, and Tex- 
as have been unusually active. Mis- 
sissippi realized the great need of real 
constructive work along agricultural 
lines more than a year ago, and a 
"Grown in Mississippi" campaign, cov- 
ering the whole state, was the result. 
A "Grown in Mississippi" wec^k was 
set aside in 8,000 schools of the state, 
and for one week during last Novem- 
ber, 750,000 school children studied 
grown in Mississippi products. Louisi- 
ana was covered with a 
"Billion 
Bushel" Com Train; with thirty agri- 
cultural lecturers, Oklahoma covered 
seventeen counties in the eastern por- 
tion of the state, reaching 28,000 farm- 
ers and business men; Alabama is 
now conducting a.state-wide crop di- 
versification campaign which will con- 
tinue for thirty-five days, reaching a 
hundred thousand 
people. 
All of 
these activities have been great co- 
operative movements directed by P. G. 
Holden, of the Agricultural Extension 
Department of the International Har- 
vester Company. 
These educational 
campaigns have revealed an impres- 
sive lesson. 


The Turning of the Worm. 


The "turning of the worm" in Ar- 
kansas brought the people of that 
state face to face with a most aston- 
ishing economic problem. 


Early in November, 1914, Governor 
Hays of Arkansas, the Little .Rock 
Chamber of Commerce, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, State Bankers' 
Association, Railroads, State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and many other 
prominent interests of the state in- 
vited Perry G. Holden to come to Ar- 
kansas, and direct a state-wide educa- 
tional campaign there. 
Investigation 
proved that Arkansas was sending an- 
nually 175,000,000 out of the state for 
the purchase of food products in the 
way of packing house products—com, 
flour, cereals, canned vegetables, and 
fruit, feed for stock, and other home 
necessities,, which could 
be. more 
cheaply produced at home.; Just ^11,- 
000,000 more than the Arkansas Cot- 
ton Crop brought in 1913. 


Conduct Edueatlonal Campaigns. 
Professor Holden with « staff of 
thirty competent, practical lecturer«, 
}>ecan the organisation work In this 
«reat movement , «airly In Nov^Viff, 
Thf cimpiii^ wiH 
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carried on for a period of 35 days; 
1,700 meetings were held in 42 dif- 
ferent counties, covering the entire 
cotton belt of the state. It was the 
greatest agricultural campaign ever in- 
augurated 
in a state. 
The busi- 
ness men did not ask the farm- 
ers to come to town to hear the 
lectures, hut in 500 different com- 
munities throughout the territory cov- 
ered, campaign committees were or- 
ganized and automobiles and buggies 
were donated to the speakers by the 
people to carry them out into the coun- 
try to hold meetings on the farms. The 
campaign was carried to the people, 
the people did not come to the cam- 
paign. It was the Holden Plan of go- 
ing to the farm homes, making a study 
of the conditions as they existed on 
each individual farm, discussing, the 
problems, and assisting each individ- 
ual acording to his needs. 
135,000 
people heard the gospel of diversified 
farming. During this campaign Pro- 
fessor Holden said: "I do not know of 
any one thing that will do more to 
make Arkansas a greater state than 
for the business men to finance every 
boy and girl in the state to buy a pig, 
a calf, and some chickens. 


PIgt on Every Farm. 


After the campaign was over this 
plan waa followed out, $10,000 was 
soon raised and today hufidreda of 
boyii and giria hav^ heen .ItiUib^ by 
the tratlneaa mva of ArkaofM. aiid aro 
pur^hMSiig

my 
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made. It is the first step into a prac- 
tical system of diversified farming, 
and it is being put into practice by the 
school children of the state. 


The activities of Arkansas spread 
rapidly into Texas, where a fifteen-day 
campaign, was put on covering nearly 
all of the black belt from Port Worth, 
Dallas, and Waco, to Houston and San 
Antonio. Fifteen counties were cov- 
ered and 620 meetings were held. In 
a single county, 86 meetings were put 
on in one day by Professor Holden's 
corps of agricultural workers aug- 
mented by local speakers furnished by 
the University of Texas, Baylor Col- 
lege, Texas Industrial Congress,. U. S. 
l>epartment of Agriculture, and other 
coK}peratlve agencies. 


The campaign was inaugurated in 
Temple, Texas, under the direction of 
the Temple Chamber of Commerce. 
40 speakers were engaged in active 
field work. These men were divided 
into twenty crews. In each crew waa 
a school main who handled the rural 
achoola, and eduoatlonal iiutlttttfons, 
and on* praetiesl afiieiiltttrliit 
apolw ^ tlit;furm«ra. iSro 


took active part, serving on commit- 
tees and otherwise devoting their time, 
money, and energy to the work. 


Lecturers Ride Mule-back. 


Rain and bad roads did not discour- 
age these determined educators. Mules 
were saddled and pressed into service 
when , vehicles could not be pulled 
through the mud. 
48,700 people at- 
tended the meetings. 
200^000 pieces 
of literature were distributed. A care- 
ful analysis of the statistics show^ 
that Texas was sending over |200,000,* 
000 annually to Northern and Eastern 
^markets for feed and food products. It 
was plain to the business men that 
such an enormous drain on the wealth 
creating resources of the state greatly 
retarded its develoiMnent 
It was 
found that if every farmer in Texaa 
had a few chickois' on his farm and 
marketed! 10 dosen of e g ^ every week 
in the year, the amount/of money re- 
ceived annually in tba'combined aaie, 
at 20 cents a doien, would amount to 
over 960,000,000—neaily half as much 
money as tha wbol« Sovtli aated' la 
Ita appMl f o r / f ^ M «M to ItMUm 
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The 
result 
of these 
campaigii» 
proves that the agricultural and com- 
mercial possibilities of the South are 
almost beyond conception; that the 
states south of the Mason & Dixon lino 
can produce enough foodstuffs to meet 
all home needs with a surplus suffi- 
cient to feed a large part of the world; 
that Texas is sending over $200,000,000 
annually to northern markets for the 
purchase of food products which can 
be produced more abundantly and more 
cheaply at home; that for the same 
purpose Arkansas is sending away 
$75,000,000 annually; Alabama, |90,- 
000,000; Oklahoma, $68,000,000; and 
that the same facts obtain in the other 
states. 
The South is sending over 
one billion dollars of hard cash away 
from the South annually, every dollar 
of which should be placed in its own 
banks. And this is why the South la 
determined to feed herself.

There has been today much gossip in 
the neighborhood of the Jacobs home 
concerning affairs in his household and 
much of it has to do with his relations 
with Miss Wilson. 


Threatened to Brain Woman. 


When Jacobes reached home shortly 
after 8 o'clock last night with his two 
sons—Russell, aged 
11, 
and 
Donald, 
aged 12—who had been at a boy scours 
meeting, he was drunk. 
Miss Wilson 
says he began quaiTeling Avith her and 
finally attacked her. 
The struggle took 
place in the dining room, of which the 
furniture was turned topsy turvy. 
Ac- 
cording to the woman's story, related to 
neighbors last night after the murder, 
Jacobs in a frenzy of rage seized a chair 
and was advancing upon her with it 
upraised, threatening to brain her, when 
she drew the revolver and fired. Twice 
her aim was bad, but the third dis- 
charge from her weapon sent a bullet 
crashing into the man's left breast and 
Ilia heart was penetrated. 
He fell dead 
instantly. 


As soon as Jacobs crumpled up dead 
on the floor Miss Wilson ruslied to the 
home of John Sadler, a neighbor, and 
exclaimed: 


"I have shot and killed T^vi. He at- 
tacked me and I had to kill him or he 
would have killed me." 


Miss Wilson was greatly wrought up 
and for a time could give no very in- 
telligible accounts of tlie tragic affair 
in which she had taken so sensational 
a part. 


Police Take Charge. 


Neighbors notified the police who took 
charge of the Jacobs home. 
Miss Wil- 
son was permitted to remain until after 
midnight 
in the 
Sadler home, 
where 
women of the neighborhood tried 
to 
comfort her. 
Then she was taken to 
jail and locked up for the. night, while 
arrangements were set afoot for a pre- 
liminary hearing before Mayor Gilpiu 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


There were no witnesses of the bloody 
incident. 
Lillian .Jacobs, an 8-year-oTd 
daughter, had retired early to bed and 
the two boys went to their room soon 
after reaching 
homo 
and before 
the 
quarrel began. 


Public sympathy has so far inclined 
to the slayer of Jacobs, who is known 
to have been living a difficult life in tho 
household of her drunken victim.

Jacobs was one of the best known 
men iji Van Wert, where his entire life 
was spent. 
He was a lawyer of somo 
attainments and last year was the dem- 
ocratic candidate for prosecuting attor- 
ney of Van Wert county, being defeat- 
ed at the polls by about 1,500 votes. In 
his life ho was inclined somewhat to 
ease and to enjoyments Avhich mainly 
found in boon companionship and in 
patronage of sports. 


Jacobs was much inclined to rjth- 
letics of various sorts. 
Years ago he 
was a long distance sprinter and claim- 
ed to be a champion. He rode a bicycle 
and In that sport claimed some premier 
honors. 
As a boxer he pretended to 
great excellence and at one time held 
himself the lightweight amateur cham- 
pion of Ohio. 
He had patroaiized base 
ball, had managed clubs and had es- 
sayed some performances as an umpire. 
His friends did not take great stock in 
these pretensions and looked upon the 
man as eccentric and freakish. 


Was Temperance Orator. 


While Jacobs was a drinking man and 
in recent months had indulged himself 
to excess, he was also a temperance ad- 
vocate and orator. In various parts of 
Ohio he had taken part as an anti-sa- 
loon man in "wet" and "dry" fights and 
was in some request as a speaker. 


Jacobs was for many years aiBIIated 
with the Fort Wayne lodge of Elks, but 
is understood to have dropped his mem- 
bership there and 
had

"She 
is 
without 
a doubt 
the 
brightest girl

don't know how I would get along 
without her. 
She has been with me 
so long that she knows me better 
than I know: myself, and I rely on 
her judgment, she sees for me and 
explains it so well that I know just 
how everything looks. 


"And she knows the law almost as 
well as I do. Sometimes after I am 
convinced that a prisoner is guilty, 
I ask her how I should punish him. 
You might think that because she Is 
a woman she would be tempted to 
deal lightly with offenders, but she 
is not. If they deserve it she recom- 
mends the limit, and I am^so well 
satisfied with her opinions that I 
usually do what she suggests. 


"No, my handicap is not so great 
as most people think. 
Of course it 
was hard when I first lost my sight, 
but you know, one can get used to 
most anything. And the people here 
whom I have been associated with 
have treated 
me so 
well that at 
times I forget that I am blind. 
I. 
don't know of one enemy in Cincin- 
nati." 


And I was inclined to think that 
he is right about that anyway, for 
I have never seen a man who knows 
and is liked by more 
people. 
Not 
only around the city hall, but on the 
streets of Cincinnati ho goes only a 
few steps when someone stops with 
a "Hello. Sam, how are you?" 
And 
you 
would 
think at once that he 
would have to ask who it was. 
But 
he doesn't. Sometimes he asks them 
a Question, so that he can hear their 
voice 
again, 
then 
he 
has 
them 
spotted. 


.Tudge !Bell has always lived in or 


until January 1, of this year, when 
he went on the bench. Since then he 
has made a reputation for fair deal- 
ing, and speedy 
just!A. 
He has 
been known 
many 
times to help 
financially 
prisoners, whom his keen 
senses detected were worthy, he has 
obtained «mployment for hundreds 
of men whom other Judges might 
have 
given workhouse 
sentences. 
He doesn't let leniency run away with 
his better judgment, however, and 
when one deserves punishment and 
comes before Judge Bell it is a cer- 
tainty that he will get what he de- 
serves. 


"Personally, I do not think that a 
workhouse 
sentence 
tends to im- 
prove a man morally," said Judge 
Bell. 
"The 
stigma 
of the work- 
house follows him through life, he 
is made to hate the law, and. a man 
who hates law and society is bound 
to offend these enemies. 
Men who 
are given sentences 
go in with the 
determination of getting out in some' 
manner and many of them come out, 
not cured of their weakness, but de- 
termined to cheat the law and 
to 
wreak vengeance on those who are 
responsible for the time they served 
there. 


"Why should I send 
these 
men 
who have no position to the work- 
house?" he asked. 
"I believe that 
the average American will work if 
work is given him. 
I know at this 
time of the year that hundreds are 
out of work. 
To send them to the 
workhouse 
would be not 
only an 
added expense to the city, but would 
be sometimes the ruination of a man 
who would be a real man otherwise." 


And so I sat during this morning, 
seeing Judge Bell mete out this kind 
of justice, saw him tell the wives of 
the prisoners to go home and wait 
until their husbands found employ- 


ment very much, but even without 
my eyes he would be able to do 
CQually as well as he does now." 


And 
just 
as 
"Judge" De Pinal 
thinks, I thought and everyone else 
thinks. Judge Bell divides his time 
on the bench between the civil and 


criminal branches, 
and 
has bsra 
successful in both couits, so sucees«- 
ul that other judges when they mx9 
rushed in their courts call on U m la 
preference to the remaining niem- 
hers of the judicial staff of the mu- 
nicipal court. 


Sent Story of Custer's Massacre 


John M. Carnahan, one of the old- 
est operators in the service of the 
Western Union Telegraph Compafiy, 
the operator who 
for twenty-one 
hours without a rest sent the official 
and newspaper stories of the Custer 
massacre, has been pensioned and 
allowed to return to his oldiiome in 
Wisconsin, 
where 
he 
will raise 
chickens. 
During the later part of 
his career he has been in Montana 
and Dakota. 


At the time he was sent to the of- 
fice 
at Bismarck, N. D., then the 
farthest west station on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, it 
was called 
the worst town in the world. 
He 
objected, but the company appealed 
to his loyalty. 
All it asked Avas 
that he get the Bismarck office run- 
ning right. 
If Carnahan would do 
that it would send him relief in a 
few weeks and he might return here. 
Carnahan yielded. 
He went to Bis- 
marck in 1873. 
The company kept 
thdipromise after a fashion. It did 
send him relief, but not until 1890. 
For seventeen years Carnahan re- 
mained at the frontier station. When 
he left it was for Missoula, Mont., 
where 
he 
remained 
twenty-four 
years. At the beginning of the new 
year 
Carnahan, 
after 
completing 
more than fifty years' work as an 
operator, retired. 


At Bismarck Carnahan sent 
out 
one of the biggest 
stories in this 
country—the story 
of the Custer 
massacre on the Little Big Horn in 
July, 1876. The Bismarck garrison, 
including many friends of Carnahan, 
was in the Custer expedition. 
The 
operator and the post surgeon rode 
out from the post with the expedi- 
tion when it started in June, 1876, 
to punish 
the Sioux. 
They went 
twelve miles with the Seventh Cav- 
alry. 
Then they turned back with 
the last dispatch Custer ever sent. 


The night of July 5 the steamer 


July 7. 
For three hours he slept 
Then he was aroused and returned 
to the key. 
For twenty hourt he 
sat at his desk and it was 4 o'clock 
the next morning wh«;& he chtkdced 
off the signature of the last dispatcb 
in the old carpet bag. 


Carnahan had 
sent eighty 
tliou- 
sand words in. the two shift« and the 
receipts of his office in thone two 
days 
were $3,000. 
But 
befOTt he 
quit, Carnahan sent a news stotj}^ to 
three papers In the East. For Iwo 
days the Eastern papers htd l^ea 
clamoring for a story, but there v a s 
no one to send it. Carnahan c ^ l d 
not leave hie official work, and t^ere 
was 
no 
other 
telegrapll opefftor 
within two hundred miles. Nor was 
there 
enough 
wire. 
To the New 
York 
Herald, 
the 
Chicago Inter- 
Ocean 
and the 
St. Paul Pioneer 
Press he sent as much story as he 
had strength to prepare. 
And that 
was the way the news of the Cus- 
ter battle was sent out. 


As fast as they could arrive, spe- 
cial correspondents hurried to B l ^ 
marck to get the details of the great 
Story. 
Carnahan "sent" for twelve 
hours on one story. 
When he had 
finished, 
the correspondent, CKel- 
ley, gave him a ^50 bill. The tolls 
on the special dispatch amounted to 
$1,320; there were twenty-two thou- 
sand words. 
That was the longest 
of the news stories which Carnahan 
sent. 


Carnahan handled the official cor- 
respondence 
between 
President 
Grant and General Custer, at 
Bis- 
marck, which preceded the Big Horn 
expedition, and which always 
has 
been supposed to have caused the 
resentment which 
drove Custer to 
recklessness on that fatal ride. But 
that is a story Carnahan haa never 
told. 


Lady Jury. 


^'Well, how did you get alozig with 
your jury of ladies?"

He is .Tudge Samuel W. Bell, and 
he has been on the bench since the 
first of the year. 
He has been to-

chinist. 
It was not until May, 1894, 
that this accident robbed him, then 
he went blind in one eye. 
In 1908 
he lost the second. 


But 
what is lacking in vision is 
more than made up in other ways. 
One would, not know he was blind 
so keen is his sense of recognizing 
things and- people. 
He has but to 
hear someone say, "Hello Sam," his 
- brow contracts, he reaches out and 
calls by name this friend, and he 
numbers his friends by 
the thou- 
sands in Cincinnati. 


And on the bench with him, pris- 
oners who come before him for jus- 
tice see 
another. 
Miss 
Emily De 
Pinal, called 
throughout the city 
hall, "Judge" Emily, and judge she 
is, for it is through her eyes that 
Judge Bell sees and metes out jus- 
tice. 
Her fingers with their secret 
^^ c ^ ^ transmit to the hands of Judge 
Bell the details, tell him what the 
prisoner looks like, and Judge Bell 
' 
relies on her opinions 
equally as 
much as he would on his vision. 


But he tells

"Skunks may be numbered among 
our best animals, 
and, 
although 
they have the reputation of being 
undesirable neighbors, largely 
on 
account of their malodorous quali- 
ties, they are in reality on,© of our 
prettiest mammals. They are natur- 
ally inoffensive and are of great 
practical value to the farmer, as 
they destroy enormous quantities of 
grasshoppers, beetles and the like, 
and they also prey upon and kill 
large numbers 
of 
mice, 
ground 
squirrels and other small mammals. 
It is true that they occasionally kill 
cliickens and suck eggs when they 
find a nest, but the harm 
which 
they do Is as nothing when 
com- 
pared with their value to the agri- 
culturist in ridding his garden anct 
fields of the various pests which 
destroy his crops. 


JOINS CLUB 
IN WJNTEB. 


"Skunks 
usually 
make 
their 
homes in burrows in the ground, al- 
though they are not averse to living 
under an outbuilding and occasion- 
ally in an old hollow stump or log. 
In very cold weather there is no 
doubt that they hibernate to a more 
or less extent, but their sleep can- 
not be very deep or protracted, ior 
on mild winter days I have often 
seen their fresh tracks in the snow. 
Sometimes several skunks live in a 
den in winter, and it is claimed that 
four or five are often found: together 
—and sometimes as niany as. ten. 
It would seem probable that in most 
cases tbéy are members of one fam- 
ily of the preceding season, gJthough 
one authority states that as many 
as fifteen have been found in win- 
ter-laying in one nest. 


"The young are born in April or 
early in May and usually number 
from four to six, rearely more, al- 
though as many as ten In. a litter 
have been recorded. They are very 
pretty little animals, and, as already 
mentioned, when taken young and 
the scent glands 
removed, 
they 
make Interesting 
and 
often affëc- 
tlonate pets. 


"Much has been 
written 
about 
'mad skun^' and 
the danger ot 
hydrophobia! if 
bitten 
by, 
them. 
While there Is no doubt that skunks 
can contract hydrophobia, in 
my\ 
opinion they rarely do, so. 
I have - 
myself been twice bitten by skunks 
and know several people who have 
been bitten by them, but in no in- 
stance were there any aftejr in ef- 
fects other than woiild be producod-

DR. MERRIAM 
TO RESCUE. 


Dr. Clinton Hart Merriam, also a 
well-known naturalist, pays tribute 
to the skunk as a household pet. 


"These animals, particularly when 
young, make very pretty pets," he 
says, "being attractive in appear- 
ance, gentle in disposition, interest- 
ing in manners, cleanly in ihabits— 
rare. qualities, . indeed. 
They 
are 
playful, sometimes mischievous, and 
manifest considerable affection for 
those who have the care of them. 


"I have had, at different times, 
ten live skunks 
in 
confinement. 
From some- of them I removed the 
Bceht bags, but the greater number 
were left in a state of nature. 


"I was the m^ter of the clever- 
est young skunk that I have thus 
far chanced to meet. 
For a name 
he received the title of his genus, 
and we called him 'Meph* for short. 
While driving about the country "in 
the performance of my professiohai 
duties he usually slept in my pocket. 
After supper I commonly 
took a 
walk and he always followed close 
at my heels. 
If I chanced to walk 
too fast for him he would scold and 
stamp with his forefeet, and If I 
persisted in keeping too far ahead 
would turn about, disgusted, and 
make off in an opposite direction; 
but if I stopped and called him he 
would hurry along at a short amb- 
ling pace and soon overtake me. .

In Jamaica, where 
earthquakes 
disrupt and fire destroys the houses 
in cities and towns, nature is speci- 
ally kind to the man who chooses to 
live in the country. 


It provides him, in the branches 
and leaves of the palm tree, ma- 
terial with which to build a light 
and graceful house that will sustain 
no injury from an earthquake, and 
it also gives him, with lavish hand, 
an abundance of food at a minimum 
of labor. 


It is not necessary 
in 
Jamaica 
laboriously to plant crops and rear 
cattle in order to live. 


The trees of the forest supply the 
native with all the foods needed in 
a tropical climate to sustain life 
and maintain the proper balance of 
chemical properties in the 
body's 
nourishment. 


While nearly all the island's many 
fruits are under cultivation, there 
are several, like bananas, oranges 
and lemons, ^hat grow wild. 
Yet 
the cultivated banana tree requires 
very little attention, and the native 
who has two or 
three 
near 
his 
thatched palm hut may sleep ^way 
the drowsy hours iu-iiis hammock, 
as he loves to do, while his staple 
food goes on growing without atten- 
tion in the front y»,^. 
- i 


There is much nourishment in ba- 
nanas, and the Jamaicans eat them 
daily, bpth raw and cooked. 


Another important food, of which 
northern people read but 
seldom 
see, is grown in perfection in Ja- 
maica. This is breadfruit, which, as 
its name Implies, is a substitute, for 
bread in its nourishing properties. 


The breadfruit of Jamaica is a 
coarser kind than t ^ t ct the Blast 
Indian counMes. and of Java, where 
the t r ^ iii native. It is called Jack- 
fruit. The yield of a tree ie enonni- 
ous, in proi^rtion to ite site, 
the 
fruit being as large as a cantetoupe, 
as geoerally described« the else of a 
child's head. 
„

One of the interesting sights of 
Jamaica to the tourist is a bread- 
fruit tree in full yield. 


Another important food 
product 
of Jamaica, in which the island 
ranks third in output, is cocoa. Few 
northern people know how 
cocoa 
grows. The large pods are ralored 
purple or yellow, with many vary- 
ing shades, and the tree is highly 
picturesque when filled with 
itt 
yield. 


The cocoa known to trade is man- 
ufa^tured from the 
seeds of the 
plant, which are fermented before 
ready for shipment. 
Cocoa '^be," 
a common article of food, are com- 
posed of the natural shells of the 
seed. 
Other preparations of cocoa 
are made by grinding the thellt, 
while chocolate is ground cocoa and 
sugar compressed. 


In the exportation of cocoa 
Ja- 
macia ranks second to Ceylon and 
third to Trinidad. 


A product of the island of Jamai- 
ca which grows without attehtioa 
is sago. 


This is the juicy pith of the

and drying in the form of

kernels. The delicate flavor of

read the 
English Bible until the spirit of its simr 
pie dignity passed into his own words, 
«nd its phrases were fixed in his mem- 
ory for effective use in after days. 


In' the Qiriatian Evangelist some time 
Edgar DeWitt Jones had an articlc 
on liincoln's debt to the Bible. We quote 
«ome of his statements: 


lincoln's mother once said: "I avouU 
t'ather my son Avould be able to read 
the Bible than to own a farm, if be 
can have but one." 
There is no evi- 
dence that Lincoln ever o^Nned a fann, 
or that .at any time in his life he ever 
had enough money to purchase 
one. 
ITiere is plenty of evidence to show how 
frequently and how well he read the 
Bible. Vl^e influence of the Scriptures 
upon liincoln's life and writings it is 
•easy to trace. 
T have taken the pains 
t o go through his published works, his 
speeches, his letters and many of his 
¡public papers, and I have marked every 
r e f e w c « to Grod, to Providence; eveiy 
Scriptural allusion or quotation, and in 
BO doing I have frequently been aston- 
ished at the result. 
Some pages are

they are suffering from religious dys- 
pepsia and 
ecclesiaetical 
^ut—Avhat 
they need is to go out and bring the 
blessings of their religion to people v. ho 
are now without it. 


There are very 
specific 
Scriptural 
commands to this effect: '•'Go out 
into 
"ilie highways and hedges and 
compel 
them to come in" is one. 
Hero's an- 
other; ''Go ye into all the world and 
preach tlie gospel to every 
creature." 
Let's settle it that the best kind of a 
churph member is the one AVIIO is more 
concerted about the soul of his broth- 
er or sister than he is about his oA^ni. 
There's good Scripture for this, also. 


Somebody once said to Canon Wilber- 
iorcc: "How is it about your 
soul?" 
And the great man replied: "^"I've been

The health of the Avorker is a very 
important factor in the problem of in- 
dustrial eflicieney, and it should be duly 
considered by the employer if for no 
other reason than that of economy. 


With transportation companies espe- 
cially, the qualification of good physical 
health should be one of paramount im- 
portance. 
Under the physical require- 
ments, one of particular import should 
bo that of good vision. 


Every man selected to fill a position 
Avhich is in any Avay connected Avith the 
moA'ement of trains or the guiding of 
vessels should have normal sight. 


^^Tiat is good sight as far as it con- 
cerns railroad employes Avho are in any 
Avay connected Avith train service? 


To speak rather roughly, good sight 
means the ability to sec clearly large 
.objects in the distance, as Avell as fine 
print at about tAvelvo inches, and to dis- 
tinguish readily between colors. 


The former is usually called axîute- 
ness of vision, the latter, color sense. 
Men. in train service must have both. 
By acuteness of vision, an engineman 
in his cab is able to see clearly, in fa- 
A-orabJe Aveather, a signal 
4,000 
feet 
ahead. 


The same individual is, by virtue of 
his color sense, able at night to distbi- 
guish between the red light of danger, 
the m e n light of caution, and the white 
of cfcar way. 


Tlie ability to see at a long distance 
is a faculty of persons having, normal 
sight. It is also possible in persons who 
Mc slightly far-sighted. 
It is absent 
in those wlio are near-sighted,to whom 
distant objects appear blurred or arîè 
even quite invisible. 


Near-sighted persons, 
therefore, are 
excluded from train 
service, 
because 
they would bo a 
constant menace to 
travel. 
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If food^ were properly 
cooked and 
tlioroughly chewed 
we could cut our 
daily rations 
down one-half 
or two- 
thirds in amount. 


Of forty-seven cases of a r s ^ i c a l poi- 
soning of children reported from fifteen 
states from July to October, 1914, in 
thirty-four the children 
were 
three 
years old or less. • In thirty-seven the 
children had drimk poisoned water from 
a saucer containing fly paper. 
In eight 
cases the children -were 
poisoned 
by 
sucking the wicks 
in tin 
receptacles 
containing arsenic, sugar and water. In 
two cases the children were poisoned by 
sucking a sponge used to moisten these 
Avicks in poisonous fly destroyers. 


The similarity of the symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning to those of cholei'a 
infantum make it quite 
certain 
that 
therq are a great many more cases than 
are reported. 
Cholera infantum, one of 
the most common 
ailments 
of 
very 
Aoung children, is prevalent 
at 
the 
time 
these 
poisonous 
fly 
killers 
are 
most used. 


Most of the children are too young to 
tell the cause of their illness and un 
less seen taking the poison, arsenical 
poisoning may net be suspected. 


Arsenical fly killers are 
commonly 
placed Avithin the reach of young chil 
dren. 
As sugar is used Avith the ar 
senic for the purpose of draAving 
the 
flies, the arsenical fly killers in 
A v h a t 
ever form are extremely dangerous 
to 
children. 
:Many more deaths are caused 
by them than Avere caused by the phos 
phorus 
match, AVhich practically 
has 
been abolished because of the fatalities 
to children. 
No deadly 
poison is 
commonly put A\nthin the reach of chil 
dren as is arsenic for killing flies. 


As there are effectiA-e and safe meth 
ods of killing flies there is no excuse 
for using poisonous fly killers of any 
kind.

and had my visitors served with the

I gave him a big bundle of presents for 
their friends back a t Kekuti, two hun- 
dred taels for the mission, and as m\icli 
more to reimbiu-se them for the outlay 
of tlje journey.

Indeed, she declared, haddock at 10 
cents a pound would be dear 
com- 
pared with halibut which might cost 
a greit deal more, because of 
the 
greater amount of flesh in the halibut. 


As long as the Ashman took me for 
a novice, and I stood no chance. of 
gaining dignity as an 
experienced 
housekeeper In his eyes, I decided to 
take advantage of the situation. 


So I told him I didn't know how to 
clean the fish. Whereupon he 
very 
nicely scaled It for me, rubbing 
the 
scales off from the tail to the head 
with a sharp knife. 


Then he showed me how to skin it, 
cutting through the skin at the back 
and abdomen, loosening at the tail, 
and then pulling it ofC^ Then the head 
is removed, abdomen opened and en- 
trails taken out. 


"Such a smelly smell of fish on your 


hands after such a job," I remarked 
to Aunt Juliette when I told her how 
I maneuvered to dodge the task. "How 
do you ever manage to keep your 
hands protected when you handle 
fish?" 


"Yes, it is likely to be disagreeable 
unless you immediately wash 
your 
hands, .also the fish, knife and other 
utensils used, in cold water and salt. 
Of course, the utensils and other dish- 
es used In the serving of fish and 
which can't conveniently be 
washed 
immediately as used, must be> washed 
in several.waters in order to dispel the 
strong fish odor." 


Fishy pots or pans are really about 
the most distasteful part of kitchen 
work, I believe, but aunt 
avoids a 
great deal of this unpleasantness by 
the simple method of not using them. 
For cooking fish she generally 
uses 
the paper bag method. 


Then the bag is simply burned after 
the cooking. And, by the way, aunt's 
method of cooking fish in a paper bag, 
inside the steam cooker, produces the 
most delicious dish ever. Also she de- 
clares that it's the best way to get all 
the nutritive values from the fish.. 


EA began as a medicine and 
grew into a beverage as Its 
good qualities became famous.

THE RIGHT DRAIN FOR THE RIGHT PUCE IS VERY NECESSARY 


The Fanner Should Study the Conditions Causing Poor Drainage on His Land, and the Remedy for the Same—Many Times Drains Have Paid For Themselves Several 


Times the First Year of Their Installation.

The 
occurrence 
of

excess of 
water 
Is 
an 
indication 
that 
some 
eourc® euppliea water faster than it is 
removed. 
The water Is either coming 
too fast or it is going too slowly. Areas 
at the foot of uplands from which 
•water oozes during the greater portion 
of the year owe their wetness to the 
«cesalve 
seepage from the 
upland. 
On the other hand, retentive clays, due 
to the 
fineness 
of the soil, and 
flat 
jnuck or peat marshes, due to lack of 
fall, are too wet, primarily because 
th« water is removed from them very 
slowly. 


It is evident that the drainage con- 
ditions on an area may be improveii 
either by hindering the entrance of 
damaging water upon one side or by 
facilitating its removal from the other. 
To accomplish one or both of these 
improvements, 
drains must be con- 
structed to give gravity a better op- 
portunity to remove surplus 
water. 
Drains may be open and shallow for 
surface drainage, covered aJid 
deep 
for underdralnage, or open and deep 
for both. 


The capacity required 
to 
remove 
surface water can be obtained most 
economically 
through 
shallow 
open 
flrains. 
For underdralnage, depth la 
more Important than 
capacity, 
and 
this can be obtained most econom- 
ically 
through 
covered 
drains. 
Of 
these,, the most common are drain tile, 
which are pipes usually one foot long, 
made of burned clay or cement. 


Tile are laid end to end in trenches 
from two to four feet deep. 
A grad- 
ient or fall of two Inches in 100 feet is 
BUfHclent. but more Is better. 
The 
trench is filled, and the surface of the 
field is left smooth. 
Water enters the 
tile at the joints and flows toward the 
outlet. 
To prevent the entrance of 
sand with the water, tile laid in sand 
must be protected by a layer of clay 
or muck. 
Tile that are well laid last 
for generations. 
A tile drainage sys- 
tem put in seventy-five years ago In a 


tight clay soil near Geneva, N. T., !s 
still working. 


The roots of trees sometimes clog 
the tile. This occurs when water from 
a distant source is carried by the tile 
through a soil from which no drain- 
age is taking place. 
In such cases 
trees near the lines of tile , should be 
removed. 


The path that water has to travel 
through the soil Is the same whether 
it be directed to an open drain of a 
particular depth or to a line of tile of 


because thise soils may expand enough 
upon freezing to heave the tile to a 
damaging degree. 
Unglaced tile are 
just as good as glaxed tile, except at 
an outlet exposed to the weather. 
At 
such outlets glazed tile or 
wooden 
flumes 
bear exposure without Injury. 
Three feet is the common depth of 
lines of tile In sticky clay. In sandy sub- 
soil a tile four feet deep can drain a 
strip 200 feet wide as easily as one 
three feet deep can drain a strip 100 
feet wide.

tile should be laid below the frost line.

The main frequently has to 
be eight or ten feet deep where it 
crosses a ridge In order to underdraln 
the pot-hole to a depth of three feet, 
A sub-main may be used to carry the 
watet from several laterals through a 
place where the cutting must be deep, 
thus avoiding a deep cutting on each 
of the several laterals. 


The failure of many tile drainage 
systems has been duo to a poor outlet. 
The choice may be between a deep 
outlet that will give the main a good 
gradient and depth, and a' shallow out- 
let that will be above the back-water 
of the creek Into which It discharges. 
Though outlets may be submerged for 
a short time without Injury, perma- 
nent submersion, however, causes sedi- 
ment to gather in the tile, and, in 
climates where the winters are severe, 
may cause damage by freezing.

SEASONABLE WORK WITH PEAR TREES 


The best means of killing Psylla 
f!ies in spring is spraying during a 
period of warm weather during March 
or early in April. 
The most satis- 
factory' 
mixture, 
from 
the 
stand- 
points of safety to fruit and leaf buds 
and effectiveness against the insect is 
three-fourths of a pint of tobacco ex- 
tract (40 per cent nicotine) in 100 
gallons of water to which are added 
from three to five pounds of soap. • 


Eggs about to hatch 
and 
newly 
emerged mymphs succumb to an ap- 
plication 
of the lime-sulphur 
solu- 
tion. 
By 
postponing 
the 
dormant 
treatment for the San Jose scale until 
the blossom cluster-buds are begin- 
ning to separate at the tips, very ef- 
fective work can be done against the 
eggs. , The lime-sulphur 
should 
be 
used in the proportion of one gallon 
of the concentrate 32 degrees B., to 
eight gallons of water. 
In some tests 
of other contact sprays the misclble 
oils, oil emulsions, weak dilutions of 
nicotine, and soapy solutions were of 
: mall value for the 
destruction of 
eggs. 
On the other hand, 
the 
wash having considerable amoqnts of 
sediment 
(15-20-50 
formula) 
was 
less destructive to the eggs but the 
young psyllas which hatched for the 
most part failed to reach the opening' 
buds and 
these succumbed 
to 
the 
action of tha aediment which became 
attached to their bodies after leaving 
Uia egg sheila. 


IVhlle the adult psyllas seem 
to 


prefer to spend the winter under the 
loose bark of the trees, they may s e e k 
shelter under any waste which af- 
fords protection. 
Matted weeds, tufts 
of grass, 
leaves, or rubbish on 
or 
about the trees present ideal hiding 
places for the Insects. 


The rough bark not only provides 
a shelter for the psyllas during the 
winter but It also constitutes the chief 
obstacle to thorough spraying during 
the dormant season to kill the hiber- 
nating flies. Its removal is desirable 
for two reasons: first, to render the 
trees 
less 
attractive 
for 
the 
pur- 
poses of hibernation during late fall, 
winter and eaiiy spring; and, second, 
to facilitate a more thorough spray- 
ing of the trunks and lower portions 
of the larger limbs. 
The loose bark 
should be removed by a dull hoe or 
floor scraper, preferably during a wet 
period, as the bark Is than more easily 
detached. 
C^ro should be taken not 
to cut into the live tissues as the 
wounds may 
become infested 
with 
disease. 
Tha bark should be collected 
and bymed to kill the Insects which 
are attached to the scrapings. 


The chief factors which make for 
efficient work against the hibernating 
psylla files and their eggs are (1) a 
knowledge on the part of the grower 
of the habits of th^ files and 
an 
acquaintance with the eggs; (2) an 
understanding of the conditions un- 
der which these stages are most vul- 
nerable to sprays; (8) thorough work 
In spraying.

If eggs are broken In transit do not 
hesitate to replace them the day you 
receive the complaint from your cus- 
tomer. 


Olve everybody a square deal and 
remember that a satisfied customer ia 
always a customer. 


A neat, attractive package may cost 
a trifle more than a slovenly one but 
It will please your customers and ad- 
vertise 
your 
egg 
business, 
because 
customers very often Judge a man's 
business by first impressions of pack- 
age and contents when they are re- 
ceived. 


The best package for shipping eggs 
Is a basket, although many breeders 
do not use them. 


The basket should held one or two 
aettlngs, and these can be got for two 
cents from any manufacturer. A thick 
layer of excelsior should cover the bot- 
tom and all eggs should be wrapped 
In soft paper and so packed with fine 
excelsior that they will not touch each 
other. 


When the eggs are packed ]>ut an- 
other layer of excelsior over the top 
and cover with a thin board. 


Next to thé basket la the egg box 
made for holding IS or IS eggs.

Care in Feeding 


the Brood Sow 


On farms where many kinds of 
grain are grown, there should be little 
or no difficulty In providing a suitable 
ration. 
For 
several 
years 
mature 
brood sows In the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment 
station 
herd 
have 
been 
fed 
rations composed of one-third corn, 
one-third wheat middlings, and one- 
third wheat bran or alfalfa. 
Such 
i feeds are satisfying and bulky, and at 
the same time suflflclently nutritious 
to cause the sows to gain from 60 to 
75 pounds in llVe weight during preg- 
nancy. 
A mixture of equal parts, by 
weight, of the feeds mentioned, fed in 
the form of a thick slop. Is always 
very satisfactory. 
This Insures 
an 
equal proportion and distribution of 
the various feeds and Is relished by 
the animals. 
The com may be fed on 
the ear and the alfalfa need not be 
cut, and the rest of the ration should 
be given aa a thick slop. 


Brood sows, weighing from 800 to 
S60 pounds, usually can be kept en 
one of the above rations for about 
one and one-half dollars a month. 


If you live In a section where these 
can be grown, sugar beets or giant 
half sugar mangels may be used to 
form the bulky portion of the ration 
and to replace the bran. 
The augar 
beets or roangai« can bo cut up and 
fad raw or may ba oooksd and with 
middltngf and other mtal made Into 
a thick alop. 
8oy beans kopt on tha 
vliia maks excellent winter food for 
swine.

Those who have never used a gas- 
oline engine can hardly realize what 
a labor-saving and profitable machine 
they are on the farm. 


With my ten-horse-power engine I 
can do many things with very little 
cost that would otherwise cost me 
considerable each year. 


To do any and all kinds of work the 
farmer wants at least a 
ten-horse- 
power as the purchase price and the 
cost of running one Is but very little 
more than the cost of a smaller one 
and with the larger engine you can do 
a great deal more work than with the 
smaller one. 


With my engine I can drive a com 
shredder just as easily as a steam 
engine would and with much leas cost 
as the englneer'a wagea are aaved, 
beside tho cost of fuel for 
steam 
power, which Is greater than the cost 
of gasoline for the same power.

which 
Is ten-horae-power.

for wood-making. 


with this outfit two men wfl] smi 
as much wood in five hours as four 
men will saw in ten hours with thf 
common cross-cut saw and do it ai 
much easier and cheaper. 


I also use my engine for pumpfni 
water and running a cream a^Mratofk: 
Through my milk house I havo • 
line shaft and by means of small belts 
and pulleya I can attach my craam 
separator, my pump and a grind atona. 
By means of tight and loose pulleyg 
I can run one or all of them at th« 
same time. 


This line shaft extends through tha 
milk house and six feet Into a shod* 
To this end of the shaft I connect my 
engine by means of a clutch coupling 
and when I want to use any of tha 
above named machinery all I havo 
to do is to turn on the oil and lot 
it go. 


Of course to do aeveral kinds oC 
work with the same engine It is noc* 
eesary to have the machine on por- 
table skids «0 as to be able to movt 
It from one place to another.

skids should be large and long enough 
to place the engine and tanks on t|M 
same base by having on* end of th« ; 
skids slanting like a sled runner.

Going To Do 


Tucked away in an obscure little 
comer in practically every sporting 
page in'the country, the above no- 
tice appeared a few days ago. Of 
Itself, it doesn't mean much—^mere- 
ly that one more young and ambi- 
tious ballplayer has found the pace 
in the big-time arena too fast. But 
that little paragraph 
marks 
the 
passing of one of the most famous 
figures in modern, baseball to the 
minors. 
He may come back—and 
we hope he will—but it is a bad bet. 


Three years ago, one of the most 
dramatic pennant races in the Na- 
tional League was taking place. 
Down through the months of July 
and August, the Giants, Cubs and 
Pirates came hurtling, neck and 
neck. The three .teams were bunch- 
ed so closely that changes in the 
first three positions came with every 
game. 
, 


The Giants and Cubs were setting 
a fearful pace and the Pirate twir- 
lers were faltering—the veterans 
were taken out day after "day to al- 
low somebody to replace them and 
hold the opposition safe. The Pi- 
rates were winning on their hitting 
and fielding, for their twirling staff 
was shot through and through. Bar- 
ney Dres^uss and Fred Clarke were 
scouring the bushes for pitchers— 
and at last they found one—Marty 
O'TooIe. 


And then came the real fight 
Realizing that they possessed a gem 
of the purest ray serene in the per- 
son of O'Toole, the St. Paul mag- 
nates, who held his contract, de- 
termined to "bleed" the man who 
finally bought Marty—and Barney 
wall the man. The price demanded at 
thé start 
was around 
$5,000, thè 
iiauifil honorarium paid for a class 
A À player, but fifteen other major 
league teams also wanted the serv- 
ices of the spit-ball artist—and then 
the fight began*. 
Gradually and

up, until Barney called all the other 
fellows' bets with a flat sum of >22,-

500 for the release of Bill Kelly, 
then «cting as Marty's battery mate. 


Once Barney had secured OTooIe 
fOd Kelly, tia said he started to 
e preparations for the world'* 
aeries in the smoky town, for the 
atar battery was ordered to report 
inunédiately.

After OToole's purchase, he pitch- 
ed five games for the tottering Pi- 
rates in the remainder of the 1911 
season. He seemed effective enough, 
but his work was characterized by 
a large number of passes which he 
issuéd, raining for him the reputa- 
tion of being wild. 


"The following season he figured in 
37 contests, starting and finishing 
17 and relieving other twirlers or 
being himself relieved. He finished

"The success I had with St Paul 
was very pleasant while it-lasted— 
it fairly blazed my way into the ma- 
jors—and I think that was one of 
the reasons why I was not the suc- 
cess the fans and Dreyfuss thought 
I would be, because the player wha 
gets a mass of publicity when he 
makes his debut into the fast com- 
pany finds that much more is ex- 
pected of him than one who ' has 
been drafted or sold for â cbnunon 
sum.

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Joining the Pirates I found myself 
given more publicity than I had 
ever thought I would receive. To be 
sure, I had tried my hardest for St. 
Paul and had been fairly success- 
ful, as success goes, but I couldn't 
understand then and I still don't 
now, why there was such compe- 
tition to get me.

out. It was stiff and sore and would 
not lend itself to the treatment ad- 
ministered to it in the hope that it 
would again loosen up.

According to his 
theory the gold found Hn resting place 
tn the following _wuy: lie believes that 
this beet ion of the country wan onco a 
great hike, and that at one time a ship 
carrying a load of gold was sunk near 
the present site of Mr. Kcllar's home. 
Thus, he thinks, after many years of 
Change nothing but the gold remains. 


'Moved by his incessant dreaming and 


talking of gold his children, Miss 


enough, a piece of iron resembling a 
bolt was found. However, no tunnel was 
discovered. But in this trench were 
found rocks containing streaks or veins 
of a yellow substance which looked like' 
gold. In accordance with his dreams 
several other holes were dug 
to the 


north and west of the house. Rocks simi- 
lar to those in the trench were found. 


Several species of the rock were Bent 


to the state geologist at Indianapolis 
about a month ago. He reported the 
rock to contain yellow mica, «. sub- 
stance not very valuable unless found 
in great quantities. Other samples were 
sent to an assayer in Lafayette and he 
reported that silver, lead and mica were 
in the rocks.

Kellar but also his daughters believe 
that their land contains a. rich deposit 
of some metal and if a. closer research 
reveals anything, further a mine may be 
opened and possibly gold may be dis- 
covered and M>.

Isaac Kellar wa? ninety-ono years old 


last December and although at an ad- 
vanced age ho ii still capable of being 
about. He says ho feels no older now 
than he did forty years ago. The Kel- 
lar family has always Deen reputed as 
dreamers of authentic dreams, many of 
them coming true. Consequently then, 
if_Mr. Kellar's "gold dream" conies true 
Wabash county will experience a sen- 
wition never before felt in' this section 
of the state.

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Peace in Ninety Days? 


"Within the past i'c\v days there has conic i'rom stu- 


dents ol! the war situation—nut military experts—from 
various points utterances that predict a termination of 
the European war within ninety days, or, at most, within 
live munths from the present date. 
However AVell- 


grounded or fatuous stu-li prediction may later prove to 
be, it is significant as showing that early peace is counted 
upon in many quarters and it is interesting to study 
the basis for such deductions. 


It is scarcely to be doubted that both the allies and 


Germany have given to Colonel House or to some other an 
informal hint ol 
; the basis upon AvlnYh they Avould be 


willing to give bearing to negotiations for terminating 
the struggle. 
It is argued that results thus far have 


shown that the Gonnau forces cannot conquer and over- 
run France; that Russia cannot successfully invade Ger- 
many, that Von Tlindcnbcrg will not be able to farther 
drive bis fighting columns into Russia, and that not even 
Kicheners new British armv will be sufficient to drive 
back the Germans to the Rhino. Paris, Berlin, London 
.and Warsaw arc all. apparently safe from'capture by foes.

A message came in reply to the or- 


der for tha corpse agreeing to forward 
the casket on receipt of $50, expenses 
and the pledge that the coffin should 
be buried -without being opened. An- 
other message had been received to the 
effect that RUT'S corpse had in some 
•way been lost. Then a third message 
said it would bo sent as soon as H 
could be located. 


The negroes were unable to raise the 


money, and scores quit work'and gath- 
ered around the grave which had been 
dug promptly on receipt of the first an- 
nouncement of the killing. About the 
open grave mentally affected by the su- 
perstition that dread ill will 
befall 


them if a grave is opened and no corpse 
deposited, hundred?, in time, assembled, 
and remained for days. Literally hun- 
dreds of negroes have not 
slept 
for 


many days except in the short naps se- 
cured while huddled about the grave 
or in tlin nearby church. 


The white people are raising funds to 


get the casket and stop the strike.

Many Changes in Service. 


Wonderful changes have taken place 


in the operating of cars since the street 
car service was first inaugurated 
in 


Fort Wayne in 1871, forty-four years 
ago. A resident would not have to be 
very old to remember when there were 
no street cars and to recall when the 
first track was laid and tho first car 
was put into operation, pulled by horses 
or mules. It hasn't been so very long 
that the last of the old horse cars hnd 
to pivc way to the more modem method 
of transportation. 


The change front horse cars to elec- 


tric occurred on -Iu!y 4. 1S!)2. and at 
that Jimp the tracknge in the city was 
from Huffman snd Wpllj In Ooigbion 
and Walton, and the West and East. 
Main street tracks were the same as at 
present. There also was a belt line 
from the transfer corner south across 
Crcighton to Broadway ,and from the 
transfer corner west to Broadway and 
Crcighton. 


Twenty Horse Cars. 


There were twenty horse cars in op- 


eration in 1S92 when the change was 
made. Xow there arc always fifty-two 
cars in service and often more if oc- 
casion demands it. At that time there 
were about forty drivers and conduc- 
tors in the service, while now there are 
more than 150 motormcn and conduc- 
tors, saying nothinj of the men em- 
ployed in the car barns, the offices of 
the company and in the power stufion. 


Another wonderful change was made 


in the service when on August 1. Ifll3, 
all car? were changed to the pay-as-you- 
cnter kind. At first there was consid- 
erable opposition to this method of col- 
lecting faro*, iiut nftT (he public be- 
rnnir accustomed to it the opposition 
disappeared until now there would lw 
KTIOIIS objection if the company should 
decide to go back to thf old system, 
which, however, is out of the question.

Coffee, the great staple product of 


Haiti, grows with little attention. It 
supplies the bulk of the revenues of 
the government, and the meager de- 
mands of the simple peasantry of the 
mountains and valleys whose business 
it is, especially the women and chil- 
dren, to gather it and bring it to tha 
seaport towns od their heads and on 
the backs of donkeys and horses. This 
plant IB seen on nearly all the uplands 
and mountain sides of the country, and 
as the product is easily portable it is 
brought to market from far and near 
in all conceivable quantities, from ona 
or two pounds up to 200 pounds, ac- 
cordingly as it is carried on the head 
of a child, the back of a horse, or in 
sacks in ox carts. 
Notwithstanding 


that the coffee plant is scarcely culti- 
vated at all, except in small patches 
around the cottages, it goes on repro- 
ducing itself from fallen berries so 
successfully that the crop only varies 
from-year to year through extraneous 
influences like a variation in the rain- 
fall—the lack of or too abundant rain, 
near or during the flowering season. 


Seaweed Pie. 


According to some French scientists 


seaweed will become one of the popu- 
lar foods of the future. Already Japan 
uses it in a number of dainty table 
dishes, and also cultivates it extensive- 
ly that the supply may not give out 


In Brittany, too, the lower classes

The data of 
the survey made of tho Maumee river 
and the probable plans for controlling 
1U flood flows as related to the canal 
project, would no doubt have very in- 
iJmajte and perhaps vital connection 
with the flood prevention plans. 


FEEL NEED OF A NEW LAW. 


City Would Profit by Bidding on Some 


Asphalt Jobs. 


W5iile Fort Wayne fared exceedingly 


•well in setting tho enactment of desired 
legislation by the recent general assem- 
bly. Mayor Hosey and members of hia 
board of works feel th'at an act should 
have been procured to enable to city to 
bid on jobs 
for resurfacing asphalt 


street?. The city asphalt repair depart- 
ment will before long have caught up 
with its work of 
patching defective 


streets and will not have enough to do 
to keep its repair organization employ- 
ed and will have to find other work for 
the men or lose some highly capable em- 
ployes. A number of streets should be 
resurfaced, but the law requires that 
Biich work be let out by competitive bid- 
ding. Mayor Hosey points out that if 
the city wen: empowered to bid it could 
«ither obtain the work at a lower fig- 
ure than contractors make or 
compel 


contractors to come down. An effort 
trill bo made to get such a law as is 
needed in this respect from the next 
Hiombly, ajul a step further may bo 
taJccn by seeking a measure, that would 
enable the city to bid oil all paving cou- 
•truction, as is the casu in Michigan.

Threatened to Brain "Woman. 


When Jacobes reached home shortly 


after 8 o'clock last night with his two 
sons—Russell, aged 11. 
and 
Donald, 


aged 12—who had been at a boy scouts 
meeting, he was drunk. 
Miss Wilson 


says he began quarreling with her und 
finally attacked her. The struggle took 
place in the dining room, of which the 
furniture was turned topsy turvy. Ac- 
cording to tho woman's story, refuted to 
neighbors last night after "tho murder, 
Jacobs in a frenzy of rage seized a chair 
and was advancing upou her with it 
upraised, threatening to brain her, when 
she drew tho revolver and fired. Twice 
her aim was bad, but Hhe third dis- 
charge from her weapon sent a bullet 
crashing into tho man's left breast and 
his heart was penetrated. 
He fell dead 


instantly. 


As soon as Jacobs crumpled up dead 


on the floor Miss Wilson rushed to the 
liome of John Sadler, a neighbor, and 
exclaimed:

Miss Wilson was greatly wrought up

Keeping a Deathbed Promise. 


Miss Wilson is a woman of southern 


birth and came to Van Wert from Ten- 
nessee. She has the gentle manners of 
the southern people and has been well 
liked by those who know hor well. 
Jacob's dead wife, who was Miss Lillian 
Donald, of Tennessee, and Mies Wilson I 
had been bosom friends from girlhood. 
While on her deathbed eight years ago 
she claimed from Miss Wilson a promise 
that she would remain in tho Jacobs 
homo and be u. mother to the three 
little children the dying woman was 
about to leave motherless. Miss Wilson 
had faithfully .kept that promise and 
her devotion to the children has been 
faithful and sincere, whatever may have 
been her relations with the man she 
killed. Not long after the death oi Mrs. 
Jacobs, according to 
Miss 
Wilson's 


story, she and Jacobs became engaged to 
marry, but for one reason or another 
the wedding had never taken place. 


Jacobs Was An Eccentric. 


Jacobs wag one of the best known 


men in Van Wert, where hig entire life 
was spent. He was a lawyer of somo 
attainments and last year was the dem- 
ocratic candidate for prosecuting attor- 
ney of Van Wcrt county, being defeat- 
ed at the polls by about 1,500 votes. In 
his life ho was inclined somewhat to 
ease and to enjoyments which mainly 
found in boon companionship and in 
patronage of sports. 


Jacobs was much inclined to 
fjth- 


letics of various- sorts. Years ago he 
was a long distance sprinter and claim- 
ed to be a champion. He rode a bicycle 
and in that sport claimed some premier 
honors. 
As a, boxer ho pretended to 


great excellence and nt one time held 
himself the lightweight amateur cham- 
pion of Ohio. He. had patronixed base 
ball, had managed clubs and had es- 
sayed gome performances aa an umpire. 
His friends did not take great stock in 
these pretensions and looked upon the 
man as eccentric and freakish.

blind, but it they succeed in fooling

Emily. 


"She 
is without a doubt the 


brightest girl iu the world and I 
don't know how I would get along 
without her. She has becu with me 
so long that she knows me better 
than I know myself, and I rely on 
her judgment, she sees for mo and 
explains it so well that I know just 
how everything looks. 


"And she knows the law almost as 


well as I do. Sometimes after I am 
convinced that a prisoner is guilty, 
I ask her how I should punish him. 
You might think that because she is 
a woman she would be tempted to 
deal lightly with offenders, but she 
is not. If they deserve it she recom- 
mends the limit, and I am so well 
satisfied with her opinions that I 
usually do what she suggests. 


"No, my handicap is not so great 


as most people think. Of course it 
was hard when I first, lost my sight, 
but you know, one can get used to 
most anything. And the people here 
whom I have been associated with 
have treated 
me so well that at 


times I forget that I am blind. I 
don't know of ono enemy in Cincin- 
nati." 


And I was inclined to think that 


he is right about that anyway, for 
I have never seen a mau who knows 
and is liked by more people. Not 
only around the, city hall, but on the 
streets of Cincinnati ho goes only a 
few steps when someone stops with 
a "Hello. Sam. how are you?" And 
you would think at once that he 
would have to ask who it was. But 
ho doesn't. Sometimes he asks them 
a question, so that he can hear their 
voice again, then he lias them 
spotted, 


.fudge Bell has always lived in or. 


until January 1, of tils year, when 
he went on the bench. Since then U« 
has made a reputation for fair deal- 
ing, and speedy justice. He has 
been known many times to help 
financially prisoners, whom bis keen 
senses detected were worthy, he has 
obtained employment for hundreds 
of men whom other judges might 
have given workhouse sentence*. 
He doesn't let leniency run away with 
his better judgment, however, and 
when one deserves punishment and 
comes before Judge Bell it is a cer- 
tainty that he will get what he de- 
serves.

Men who 
are given sentences no In with the 
determination of getting out in some 
manner and many of them come out, 
uot cured of their weakness, but de- 
termined to cheat the law and to 
wreak vengeance on those who arn 
responsible for the time they served 
there. 


"Why 
should I send these men 


who have no position to the work- 
house?" he asked. "I believe that 
the average American will work if 
work is given him. I know at this 
time of the year that hundreds are 
out of work. To send them to the 
workhouse would be not only an 
added expense to the city, but would 
be sometimes the ruination of a man 
who would'be a real man otherwise." 


And so I sat during this morning, 


seeing Judge Boll mete out this kind 
of justice, saw htm tell the wives of 
the prisoners to go home and wait 
until their husbands found employ- 


ment very much.-but even without 
my eyes he would be able to do 
equally as well as he does now."

Sent Story of Ouster's Massacre 


John M. Caraahan, one of the old- 


est operators in the service of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
the operator who for twenty-one 
hours without a rest sent the official 
and newspaper stories of the Ouster 
massacre, has been pensioned and 
allowed to return to his old home in 
Wisconsin, where 
he will raise 


chickens. During the later part of 
his career he has been in Montana 
and Dakota. 
. At the time he was sent to the of- 
flee at Bismarck, N. D., then tho 
farthest west station on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, it was called 
the worst town in the world. Ho 
objected, but the company appealed 
to his loyalty. All it asked was 
that ho set the Bismarck office run- 
ning right. If Carnahan would do 
that it would send him relief in a 
few weeks and he might return here. 
Carnahan yielded. He wqnt to Bis- 
marck in 1873. The company kept 
the promise after a fashion. It did 
send him relief, but not until 1890. 
For seventeen years Carnahan re- 
mained at the frontier station. When 
he loft it was for Missoula, Mont., 
whore 
lie 
remained twenty-four 


years. At the beginning of the new 


. year Carnahan, afler completing 


inoro than fifty years' work as an 
operator, retired. 


At Bismarck Carnaliau sent out 


one of the biggest stories in this 
country—the stpry 
of the Ouster 


massacre on the Little Big Horn in 
July, 1876. The Bismarck garrison, 
including many friends of Carnahan, 
was in. tho Custer expedition. The 
operator and tbo post surgeon rode 
out from' the post with the expedi- 
tion when it started in June, 1876, 
to punish the Sioux. 
They went' 


twelve miles with the Seventh Cav- 
alry. Then they turned back with 
the last dispatch Custer over gent. 


The night ol July 5 the steamer 


July 7. For three hours he rtept 
Then he was aroused and returned 
to the key. For twenty hour» he 
sat at his desk and it wa» 4 o'clock 
the next morntnf when h« checked 
off the signature at the last dlspttch 
in the old carpet bag.

One would, not know he was blind 
so keen is his sense of recognizing 
things and-people. He lias but to 
hear someone say. "Hello Sam," his 
brow contracts, he reaches out and 
calls by name this friend, and be 
numbers his friends by the thou- 
sands in Cincinnati.

ball. "Judge" Emily, and judge she 
is. for it is through her eyes that. 
Judge Bell sees and metes out jus- 
tice. Her fingers with their secret 
code transmit to the hands of Judge 
Bell tne details, tell him what the 
prisoner looks like, aud Judge Bell 
relies on her opinions 
equally as 


much as he would on his vision.

It was in ibis court tlm he hap- 
pened to preside over on this <tev. 
tad he meted out Justice, not the 


cold-blooded sort. but. humane jus- 
tice accompanied by kind words anil 
several letters for positions, and in 
a few cases, where his unseeing eyes 
saw it was needed—money. 


All of these cases wcro men who 


were out of work and who had fail- 
ed to contribute anything to the sup- 
port of their children.

"Skunks may be numbered among 


our best animals, 
and, 
although 


they have the reputation of being 
undesirable neighbors, largely on 
account of their malodorous quali- 
ties, they are in reality one of our 
prettiest mammals. They are natur- 
ally inoffensive and are of great 
practical value to the farmer, as 
they destroy enormous quantities of 
grasshoppers, beetles and the like, 
and they also prey upon and kin • 
large numbers 
of 
mice,, ground 


squirrels and other small mammals. 
It is true that they occasionally kill 
chickens and suck eggs when they 
find a nest, but the harm 
which 


they do is as nothing when 
com- 


pared with their value to the agri- 
culturist in ridding his garden ancr 
fields 'of the various pests which 
destroy his crops.

IS WINTER. 


"Skunks usually 
make 
their 


homes in burrows in the groun-d, al- 
though tliey are not averse to living 
under an outbuilding and 
ocyjjfan-' 


ally in an old 'hollow'1 stump "oV log. 
In very cold weather there is.no 
doubt that they hibernate to.!a more 
or less extent, but their sleep- can- 
not be very deep or protracted; for 
on mild winter days I have often 
seen their fresh tracks in the snow. 
Sometimes several skunks live in a- 
den'in winter, and it is claimed that 
four or five are often found together 
—and sometimes as many as ten. 
It would seem probable that in most 
cases they are members of one fam- 
ily of the preceding season, although 
one authority states that as many 
as fifteen have been found in win- 
ter laying in one nest. 


"The young are.born in April or 


early in May and usually number 


i from four to six, rcarely more, al- 


though as many as ten in a litter 
liavo been recorded. They are very 
pretty little animal.1:, and, as already 
mentioned, when taken young and

by any simple wound. A naturalist 
friend of mine tvho ha? been hit.ten 
r-everal times by skunk? rioe? nor. 
consider their bites more dan serous 


than any other of our common mam- 
mals. 
Cases ot hydrophobia from 


the bite of a skunk have been re- 
ported, 
however, 
where persons • 


have been bitten with fatal result. 


"The flesh of young skunk is very 


good eating, as I can testify from 
personal experience. It is not unlike 
chicken and far better than possum, 
or coon. Its taste is 
particularly 


agreeable. 
Enormous numbers ot 


skunks are trapped annually 
and 


their skins sold for furs which in 
many cases are offered for sale as

In a Bit of Jungle In Northern 


Ohio, Dense and Thick With 
Great Trees and Heavy Un- 
derbrush, Dwells This Her- 
mit, Jerry Clay ton—Some- 
thing About Him, and Why 
He Is a Wild Man, "Not for 
Profit" 


Those in search of adventure, it 


appears, may find it by taking pass- 
age to darkest Africa, employing a 
long train of pack bearers, purchas- 
ing an expensive equipment and then 
forcing a path into .the hitherto 
trackless wilds of the jungle. Or 
again, it may be gathered from the 
steamship prospectuses 
that one 


may pick up stray bits of excitement 
by sailinjf-to. South' -America^ tfcere 
risking hordes of natives, 
malaria 


and all sorts of fever just to catch 
a gllmpsa of a small piece of reek- 
Ing woodland unknown to the out- 
Bide world. 


Neither excursion would be rec- 


ommended as a summer vacation 
trip for a hard-working department 
store clerk, but still the quest for 
excitement and adventure cannot be 
ruthlessly frowned 
upon.. Had it 


not been for the love of adventure, 
Christopher Columbus would have 
stuck to the business of catching 
carp, Queen Isabella 
would not 


have put a ticket on the crown jew- 
els and an Indian would now be 
mayor of New York. Had it not 
been for his xmsatjable love of ad- 
venture Doc Cook of magazine fame 
would have, left the Eskimo to his 
fate and tha north pole would not be 
flying an American flag. Had John 
D. Rockefeller been less fond of ex- 
citement, the good old Common Peo- 
ple would be in the possession of 
several millions of dollars now en- 
tered in the bank book of the peer- 
less financier.

In Jamaica, where earthquakes 


disrupt and fire destroys the houses 
in cities and towns, nature is speci- 
ally kind to the man who chooses to 
lire in the country. 


It provides him, in the branches 


and leaves of the palm tree, ma- 
terial with which to build a light 
and graceful house that will sustain 
no injury from an earthquake, and 
it also gives him, with lavish hand, 
an abundance of food at a minimum 
of labor. 


It is not necessary 
in Jamaica 


laboriously to plant crops and rear 
cattle in order to live. 


The trees of the forest supply the 


native with all the foods needed in 
a tropical climate to sustain life 
and maintain the proper balance of 
chemical properties in the body's 
nourishment. 


While nearly all the island's many 


fruits are under cultivation, there 
are several, like bananas, oranges 
and lemons, that grow wild. Yet 
the cultivated banana tree requires 
very little attention, and the native 
who has two or three near his 
thatc.hed paitn hut may sleep away 
the drowsy hours in his hammock, 
as he loves to do, while his staple 
food goes on growing without atten- 
tion in the front yard. 


There is much nourishment in ba- 


nanas, and the Jamaicans cat them 
daily, both raw and cooked. 


Another important food, of which 


northern people read but 
seldom 


see. is grown in perfection in Ja- 
maica. This is breadfruit, which, as 
its name implies, is a substitute for 
bread <n its nourishing properties. 


The breadfruit of Jamaica is a 


coarser kind than that of the East 
Indian countries, and of Java, where 
the tree is native. It is called jack- 
fruit. The yield of a tree is enorm- 
ous, in proportion to its size, the 
fruit being as large as a cantcloupe. 
as generally described, the size of a 
child's head. 


The outside rind is rough and 


colored like a melon. The inside is 
pulpy. It is prepared for eating by 
roasting in ashes, and when so pre- 


pared is palatable and highly nour- 
ishing. 


One of the interesting sights of 


Jamaica to the tourist ia a bread- 
fruit tree in full yield. •• 


Another important food 
product 


of Jamaica, in which tbe island 
ranks third in output, ia cocoa. Few 
northern people know how cocoa 
grows. The large pods are. colored 
purple or yellow, with many vary-, 
ing shades, and the tree is highly 
picturesque when filled with its 
yield. 


The cocoa known to trade is man- 


ufactured from the 
seeds of the 


plant, which are fermented before 
ready for shipment. Cocoa "nibs," 
a common article of food, are com- 
posed of the natural shells of the 
seed. Other preparations ol cocoa 
are made by grinding the »hells, 
while chocolate is ground cocoa and 
sugar compressed. 
In the exportation of cocoa 
Ja- 


mauia ranks second to Cevlon an<i 
third to Trinidad. 


A product o£ the island of Jamai- 


ca which grows without attention 
is sago. 


This is the juicy pith of the sago 


palm, 
it is prepared by soaking 


and drying in the form of white- 
kernels. The delicate flavor of sasa 
is loved by all natives of tropical 
countries, who know nothing of 
cooking it as it is cooked for des- 
serts in northern 
countries, but 


make it one of their staple dishes, 
in the form of porridge.

"You must know a great deal that 


Is old in order tp know that there 
is nothing new.

centuries after the birth of Christ." 


Professor Anesaki brought a por- 


trait of an oriental lady of tho fifth 
century with hire. Or rather the 
portrait of a famous '•• sculpture of 
the eleventh of an oriental lady of 
the fifth century. Tho original is 
a highly valued antiquarian remain 
—or remains—in the far ijast. like 
a Tanagra figurine in our world, for 
example. He sought to demonstrate 
how closely her gowning and her 
figure approximated the fashions in 
dress and silhouette today. 


•"I have other pictures at home ot 


women's dress in the far Bast from 
the first to the fifth century even 
more closely resembling 
western 


styles of today," he said. "The 
earliest specimen of this costume 
may be found in the terra cottas 
now being excavated in the north- 
western part of China. 


"Bnddnist deities were afterward 


represented -wearing this costume^ 


as if they were women. The idea is 
to represent graceful dignity and 
composure, as well as beauty. 


"This was the costume worn by 


all women in daily life in central 
Asia, China and Japan at that time, 
though more heavy in texture than 
the draperies shown in art works. 
Deities, you know, are supposed to 
live in realms where there is neither 
heat 'nor cold, while mortal Japan- 
ese and other orientals had to live 
in a world of changing tempera- 
tures." 


Speaking of paintings which ho 


had with him strongly suggesting 
the angular art and impressionistic 
style at present in vogue in brusti- 
work among our artists, Professor 
Anesaki explained: 


"Artists of the school which did 


this work derived their technique 
from an older school, which pre- 
vailed between the thirteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 
This cult 


concentrated 
itself 
chiefly upon 


landscapes. Everything was treat- 
ed in pore black and white, and the 
total endeavor was to express tho 
vitality of nature and her changing 
face.

There is no evi- 


dence that Lincoln ever owned a fnrm, 
or tilt at any time In his life ho ever 
!h»d enough money to purchase one. 
There is plenty of evidence to show how 
fruqUently and how well ho reail the 
Bible.' Tho influence of the Scriptures 
upon Lincoln's life and writings it is 
fasy to trace. J have taken the pains 
•to go through his published works, his 
speeches, his letters and many of his 
public pipers, and I have marked every 
reference to God, to Providence; every 
Scriptural allusion or quotation, and in 
BO doing I have frequently been aston- 
i»hed at tho result. 
Some pages are 


literally covered with poneilings; some 
flingle paragraphs contain as many as 
half a dozen such references. I talked 


recently with an old man who heard 
the Lincoln and 
Douglas debate

Bloomiujiton, 111., who said. "I remem- 
ber Lincoln quoted Scripture like

There's good Scripture for this, also.

And the great man. replied: ''I've been

slaves that I forgot I had a soul." Xo 
doubt he was nearer the "kingdom of 
heaven" than the zealot who asked the 
question. 


A church in an eastern city has this 


inscription carved in the stone arch over 
its front entrance:

There's tho iden—tho church is sim- 


ply a means to the end, not. an end in

Tim doc nays: 
Beer is a fermented carbonaceous in- 


fusion with or without flavoring sub- 
stnncfts. 


Milk is a hydrolizo.il carbonaceous in- 


fusion, also with or without. 


But the doc comes down to earth 


and siiys that fermentation and hydro- 
losis are the sumo thing. Understand? 
All right, proceed: 


Both milk ami,beer nro the products 


of the same raw"materials. The mate- 
rial in beer are. alcohol, carbon acids, 
protcids, carbo-hydrates 
and 
mineral 


ash. 
In milk are the same things, and 


both liquids contain about «u per cent, 
water. 


Alcohol and carbon acids are found 


in milk in tho form of fat, the chemical 
change in the formation of milk not 
having gono quite so far. 


But so far we. have never heard of 


anyone getting drunk on milk! 


Of forty-seven cases of arsenical poi- 


soning of children reported from fifteen 
states from .July to October, 1914, "in 
thirty-four the children 
were 
three 


years old or less, in thirty-seveu the 
children had drunk iwisoned water from 
a. saucer containing fly paper. 
In eight 


cases the children were 
poisoned 
by 


sucking the wicks in tin 
receptacles 


containing arsenic, sugar and water, lu 
two cases the children were poisoned by 
sucking a sponge used to moisten these 
wicks in poisonous fly destroyers. 


Tho similarity of the symptoms of 


aisenical poisoning to those of cholera 
infaiitiun inuke it, quite certain that 
there arc a groat many more cases than 
am reported. Cholera infantum. one of 
the most common 
ailments 
of 
very 


young children, is prevalent at 
the 


thin- tln'so poisonous lly 
killers are 


most used. 


Most of the.children are too young to 


tell tho cause of their illness and uu- 
loss seen taking the poison, arsenical 
poisoning may not be suspected. 


Arsenical fly killers are commonly 


placed within the reHi'h of young chil- 
dren. 
As sugar is used with the ar- 


senic for the purpose of drawing the 
(lies, the arsenical fly killers in what- 
ever form are extremely dangerous 1o 
children. Jinny more deaths are. caused 
by them than were caused by the phos- 
phorus match, which practically 
has 


lioei!. abolished because of the fatalities 
to children. 
No deadly 
poison is so 


commonly put within the reach of chil- 
dren as is arsenic, for killing (lies. 


As there are effective and safe mctli- 


ods of killing flies there is no excuse 
for using poisonous fly killers of any 
kind. The. use in the homo of poisons 
of any kind is dangerous, but all oth- 
er poisons combined do not present the 
same dangers to children as do the poi 
Ronons fly killers.

At last they had col- 
lected some money and had sent Sato 
with a, message of good will "and some 
herb medicines. I took the medicines, 
and had my visitors Served with the 
nicest boiled/chicken, 
some 
chicken 


tongues on crackers, rice, cakes and tea. 
I gave him a big bundle of presents for 
their friends back at Kckuti, two hun- 
dred tads for the mission, and as much 
more to reimburse them for the outlay 
of the journoy. This last he did not 
want to accept.

and lowly people bold and unafraid, for 
bcforo Mr. Sato and his son left ho.

The occurrence of an excess of 


•water Is an Indication that some 
source supplies water faster than It is 
removed. The water is either coming 
too fast or It Is going too slowly. Ar*ias 
at the foot of uplands from, -which 
water oozes during the greater portion 
of the year owe their wetness to the 
excessive seepapo from the upland. 
On the other hand, retentive clays, due 
to the fineness of the noil, and flat 
muck or peat marshiw, du« to lark of 
fall, are too wet, primarily because 
the water Is removed from them very 
slowly. 


It is evident that the drainage con- 


ditions OQ an area may he Improved 
either by hindering the entrance of 
damaging water upon one side or by 
facilitating Its removal from the other. 
To accomplish one or both of these 
Improvements, drains must be con- 
structed to give gravity a better op- 
portunity to remove surplus water. 
Drains may be open and shallow for 
surface drainage, covered and deep 
for underdrainage, or open and deep 
for both. 


The capacity required to remove 


surface water can be obtained most 
economically through shallow open 
drains. 
For underdrainage, depth la 


more Important than capacity, and 
this can be obtained most econom- 
ically through covered drains. Of 
these, the mo«t common are drain tile, 
which are pipes usually one foot long, 
made of burned clay or cemont. 


Tile are laid end to end In trenches 


from two to four feet deep. A grad- 
ient or fall of two inches In. 100 feet is 
sufficient, but more Is better. 
The 


trench is filled, and the surface of the 
field is left smooth. Water enters the 
til* at the joints and flows toward the 
outlet. 
To prevent the entrance of 


«and with the water, tile laid in sand 
must be protected by a layer of clay 
or muck. Tile that are well laid last 
for generations. A tile drainage sys- 
tem put in seventy-five years ago In a 


tight clay soil near Geneva, N. T., Is 
still working. 


The roots of trees sometimes clog 


the tile. This occurs when water from 
a distant source Is carried by the tile 
through a soil from which no drain- 
age is taking place. 
In such cases 


trees near the lines of tile should br 
removed.

with 6-inch tile. 
The upper end of 


this column may be protected either 
by a patented dralnhead or by cover- 
Ing ths top with a fiat etono or brick 
and surrounding the tile to a depth 
of 6 feet with coarse gravel placed in 
an excavation about 3 feet In diameter.

The best means of killing Psylla 


flies In spring is spraying during a 
period ot warm weather during March 
or early in April.

"While the adult jipyllas seem to 


prefer to spend the winter under the 
loose bark of the trees, they may seek 
shelter under any waste which af- 
fords protection. Matted weeds, tufts 
of grass, leaves, or rubbish on or 
about the trees present ideal hiding 
places for the insects. 


The rough bark not only provides 


a shelter for the psyllas during tha 
winter but II also constitutes the chief 
obstacle to thorough spraying during 
the dormant season to kill the hiber- 
nating flies. Its removal is desirable 
for two reasons: first, to render the 
trees less attractive for the pur- 
poses of hibernation during late fall, 
winter and early spring; and, second', 
to facilitate a more thorough spray- 
ing of the trunks and lower portions 
"f the larger limbs. The loose bark 
should b« removed by a dull hoe or 
door scraper, preferably during a wet 
period, as the bark Is then moro easily 
Cached. Care should be taken not 
to cut into the live tissues as the 
n-onnds may become infested with 
disease. The bark should be collected 
ana burned to kill the Insects which 
aro attached to the scrapings. 


The chief factors which make for 


efficient work against the hibernating 
psylla files a.nd their eggs are (1) a 
knowleiign on the part of the grower 
of the habits of the flies and an 
acquaintance with the esgs: (2) an 
understanding of the conditions un- 
der which these staees are most vul- 
nerable to sprays; (3) thorough work 
in spraying.

Packing and Shipping 


Hatching Eggs 


Tlie most important thing is to 


satisfy your customers by giving them 
exactly what you advertise to sell, or, 
even doing a little better. 


If eggs are broken In transit do not 


hesitate to replace them the day1 you 
receive the complaint from your cus- 
tomer. 
| 


Give everybody a square deal and' 


remember that a satisfied customer ia 
always a. customer. 


A neat, attractive package may cost 


ft trifle more than a slovenly one but 
it will please your customers and ad- 
vertise your egg business, because 
customers very often judge a man's 
business by first impressions of pack- 
age and contents when they are re- 
ceived. 


The best package for shipping eggs 


is a basket, although many breeders 
do not use them. 


The basket should hold one or two 


settings, and these can be got for two 
cents from any manufacturer. A thick 
layer of excelsior should cover the bot- 
tom anfl all eggs should be wrapped 
In soft paper and so packed with fine 
excelsior that they will not touch each 
other. 


"When th« eggs are packed put an- 


other Jayer of excelsior over the top 
and cover with a thin board. 


Next to the basket Is the egg box 


made for holding IS or 15 eggs. This 
Is arranged with cardboard compart- 
ments with room for excelsior or other 
packing at top ajid bottom. 


This box is provided with a wire 


handle and tho cover slides into 
grooves which may then be screwed 
or tacked down with small nails. 


Never ship a. package that is not 


screwed or nailed down, because this 
will save eggs from being filched by 
curious persons who can open the 
| package In transit. 


Never (ship a soiled egg. Nothing 


so disgusts a customer as to receive a 
setting ot eggs which are dirty and of 
poor shape. 


Eggs should be selected so that each 


setting will bo uniform In size, shape 
and color when possible. 


"When the package Is ready to ship 


place on it a label containing your 
addross and the address of the cus- 
.tomer plainly written. Never fall to 
;put your name on anything that will 
help to advertise your business.

FRENCH WAT OF 


PREPAJUNO FOWLS. 


Ths French method of preparing 


poultry for tho market is acknowl- 
edged, in eomfc respects, superior to 
others. The birds are made very fat 
and plump and arc manipulated to 
increase plumpness. A few feathers 
are left on the tall and neck. 
The 


skin Is white and delicate. Each car- 
cass is tied with a ribbon and is 
shown back uppermost Instead o£ 
breast up. according to the American 
and English method. 


On farms where many kinds of 


grain arc grown, thero should be little 
or no difficulty in providing a suitable 
ration. 
For several years mature 


brood sows in the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment station herd have been fed 
rations composed of one-third corn, 
one-third wheat middlings, and one- 
third wheat bran or alfalfa. 
Such 


feeds are satisfying and bulky, and at 
the same time sufficiently nutritloua 


j to cause the sows to gain from 50 to 


5 pounds in llva weight during preg- 
nancy. A mixture of equal parts, by 
weight, of the feeds mentioned, fed In 
the form of a thick slop, is always 
very satisfactory. 
This Insures an 


equal proportion "and distribution of 
the various feeds and Is relished by 
the animals. The corn may be fed on 
the ear and the alfalfa need not be 
cut, and the rest of the ration should 
be given as a thick slop. 


Brood BOWS, weighing from 300 to 


350 pounds, usually can be kept on 
one of the above rations for about 
one and one-half dollars a month. 


If you live Irt A section where these 


can be grown, sugar beets or giant 
half sugar mangels may be used to 
form tha bulky portion of the ratioh 
and to replace the bran. The sugar 
beets or mangels can be cut up and 
fed raw or may be cooked and with 
middlings and other meal made into 
a thick slop. Soy beans kept On the 
vine make excellent winter feed for 
swine. 
They can be stacked in or 


near the hog lot In the fall and fed 
out aa needed. 
The hogs will get 


abundant exercise working over the 
pile of vines In search of the beani.

If placed where she can get It at all 
times she will drink more and do 
better than when it is only accessible 
at stated intervals, ptrhaps so far 
apart that there is a tendency to drink 
too much.

THE GASOLINE ENGINE A LABOR SAVER 


Those who have never used a gas- 


oline engine can hardly realize what 
a labor-saving and profitable machine 
thty are on the farm. 


With my ten-horse-power engine I 


can do many things with very little 
cost that would otherwise cost me 
considerable each year. 


To do any and all kinds of work the 


farmer wanti at Itast a ten-horse- 
power as the purchase price and the 
cost of running one is but very little 
more than the cost of a smaller one 
and with the larger engine you can do 
a great deal more work than with the 
smaller one. 


With my engine Iican drive a corn 


shredder just as easily as e steam 
engine would and with much lets cost 
ae the engineer's wages are saved, 
beside the cost of fuel for steam 
power, whieh Is greater than the cost 
of gasoline for the same flower. 


For ten hours' running of my en- 


gine, ^hlch Is ten-horse-power, it 
takes ten gallon* of oil per day. This, 
at eleven cents per gallon, makes the 
cost of running for ten hours $1.10; 
that is, when running up to Its full 
capacity. 


But, when the work ia not so heavy 


you can run on less oil. This depends 
altogether on what you are doing, or 
the power necessary to do It. 


This same engine may be used for 


driving a wood saw. AH you need Is 
a «aw frame, a good sized circular 
cut off saw and about 40 feet of six- 
Inch belt and you are well equipped 
for wood-making. 


With this outfit two men will sav 


as much wood in five hours a* four 
men will gaw in ten houw with tto 
common cross-out saw ana do it m 
ranch easier and cheaper, 


I alto usa my engine for pumplni 


water and running a cream separator. 


Through my milk house I hare a 


line shaft and by means of small belts 
and pulleys I can attach my cream 
separator, my pump and a grind stone. 
By means of tight and loose pulleys 
I can l-un one or all of them at th» 
same time. 


This line shaft extends through tht 


milk house and six feet into a shed. 
To this end of the ehaf 11 connect my 
engine by means of a clutch coupling 
and when I want to use any of the 
above named machinery all I have 
to do Is to turn oa ths oil and let 
go. 


Of course to do several kinds of 


work with the same engine it is nee. 
essary to have- the machine on por- 
table skids so as to be able to move 
it from one place to another. 
The 


skiflg should be large and long enough 
to place the engine and tanks on the 
same base by having one end of the 
skids slanting like a sled runner It 
is an easy matter to move the engine 
from one place to another with a pair 
of horses. 


The gasoline engine is one of the 


most profitable machines on the farm 
as it is a labor-saver, both for jnan 
and horses, as It takes many little 
Jot* from the team as well as the 
man.—L. G. Johnson.

Tucked away in an obscure little 


corner in practically every sporting 
page in the country, the above no- 
tice appeared a few days ago. 0£ 
Itself, it doesn't mean much—mere- 
ly that one more young and ambi- 
tious ballplayer has found the pace 
ia the big-time arena too fast. But 
that little paragraph 
marks the 


passing of one of the most famous 
figures in modern, baseball to the 
minors. 
He may come back—and 


we hope he will—but it is a bad bet. 


Three years ago, one of the most 


dramatic pennant races in the Na- 
tional League was taking place. 
Down through the months of July 
and August, the Giants, Cubs and 
Pirates, came hurtling, neck and 
neck. The three teams were bunch- 
ed so closely that changes in the 
first three positions came with every 
game. 


The Giants and Cubs were setting 


8. fearful pace and the Pirate twir- 
lers were faltering—the veterans 
were taken out day after day to al- 
low somebody to replace them and 
hold the opposition safe. The Pi- 
rates were winning on their hitting 
ind fielding, for their twirling staff 
n-as shot through and through. Bar- 
ney Dreyfuss and Fred Clarke were 
scouring the bushes for pitchers— 
and at last they found one—Many 
O'Toole. 


And then came tlie real fight. 


Realizing that they possessed a gem 
of the purest ray serene in the per- 
son of O'Toole. the SI. Paul mag- 
nates, who held his contract, de- 
termined to "bleed" the man who 
finally bought Marty—and Barney 
was the man. The price demanded at 
the start was around ?5.000, the 
usual honorarium paid for a class 
A A player, but fifteen other major 
league teams also wanted the sen-- 
ices of the spit-ball artist—and then 
the fight began. 
Gradually and 


gradually the price for O'Toole went 
up, until Barney called all the other 
fellows' beta with a flat sum of ?22,- 
600 and an additional sura of 56.- 
500 for the 
release of Bill Kelly, 


then acting as Marty's battery mate. 


Once Barney had secured OTooIe 


and Kelly, 'tis said he started to 
5S»?e preparations for the world's 
series in the smoky town, for the 
star battery was ordered to report 
immediately. But alas for Barney's 
well-laid plans and preparations— 
OToole reported with a sore arm, 
an arm that has remained sore for 
three seasons. At the same time, 
Hans Wagner, the mainstay of the 
Jolly Rogers for nearly a score of 
years sprained his ankle, and, Bar- 
ney was compelled to be content 
with third place, the Giants copping 
the bunting and the Cubs finishing 
second.

After OToole's purchase, he pitch- 


ed five games for the tottering Pi- 
rates in the remainder of the 1911 
season. He seemed effective enough, 
but his work was characterized by 
a large number of passes which he 
issued, gaining for him the reputa- 
tion of being wild. 


The following season he figured in 


37 contests, starting and finishing 
17 and relieving other twirlerg or 
being himself relieved. He finished 
twenty-seventh in the list of Nation- 
al League pitchers, getting credit 
for winning 15 and losing 17, a per- 
centage of .•IBS. He allowed an av- 
erage of 2.72 runs per a nine-inning 
game. 


On August 31 of last season, Bar- 


ney Dreyfuss asked waivers on 
O'Toole. McGraw being the only 
manager to refuse to waive, and 
Marly was shifted to the Giants. He 
pitched but one game under scrap- 
py John, however, winning from 
Brooklyn 4—3, on September 3. Then 
McGraw shipped him back to Drey- 
fuss—and the coming season will 
see the highest priced baseball star 
ever purchased again toiling away 
m the league which gained for him 
much publicity and fame. 


Some time ago. after the end of 


last year, the writer was talking to 
Marty and when asked what he 
thought was the reason for his fail- 
ure with the Pirates he said, without 
any semblance of blaming himself: 


"The success I had with SL Paul 


was very pleasant while it lasted- 
it fairly blazed my way into the ma- 
jors—and I think that was one of 
the reasons why I was not the suc- 
cess the fans and Dreyfuss thought 
I would be, because the player who 
gets a mass of publicity when he 
makes his debut into the fast com- 
pany finds that much mom is ex- 
pected of him than one who has 
been drafted or sold for a common 
sum 
He must deliver (he punch at 


the start—in his first game, in fact 
-or the fans call him a failure. 
There is no time given him in which 
to make good, which is allowed the 
newcomer who hasn't been heralded 
as a second Rusie or Walter John- 
don. 


"The man who comes up through 


the draft can take hfs time about 
making bis success and even if he 
doesn't succeed, people think noth- 
ing of his failure. But there aro 
thousands and thousands of critics 
who are only too willing to pass 
snap judgment on a player, taking 
his first performance as a. criterion 
and those are the ones who are al- 
ways looking for the initial signs of 
weakness in the high-priced player 
and are only too ready to start the 
chorus of 'lemon.' Success that 
comes in the very early part of a 
man's career is more than often lia- 
ble to prove more smoke than flame. 
Any kind of success io be lasting 
must, be won in the regular order of 
events. 


"Coming down to my own case, on 


joining the Pirates I found myself 
given more publicity than I had 
ever thought I would receive. To be 
sure, I had tried my hardest for St 
Paul and had been fairly success- 
ful, as success goes, but I couldn't 
understand then and I still don't 
now, why there was such compe- 
itlon to .get me. I guess these Na-

year with St. Paul, I had won ll 
games and lost eleven, a percenter 
of -577, while the club finished with 
nt/CrC™tage 
o£ '4S1 iu seventh 
Place. Of course, that wasn't a bad 
showing, but it certainly would nev 
er set the world on fire, and it cer- 
tainly was not my fault that I had 
such a healthy reputation attached 
to myself. 


"Of course, it is not a very easy 


task for the minor leaguer to make 
good in the big-time circuit, as is 
the case in any other trade or pro- 
fession. Naturally he is anxious to 
succeed and that very thing is apt 
to prove his nemesis more than any- 
thing else. 


"When I joined the Pirates it was 


late in the season and they were in 
the thick of a hot pennant fight Nat- 
urally I wanted to do my share and 
show Barney Dreyfuss that he bad 
niade no mistake by paying such a 
price for my release. But on ac- 
count of my sore arm. concerning 
which I will tell you later, I was 
only able to get in five games and 
of these five I won three. 


"Besides Hie sore arm, I had to 


contend with another accident and 
also against the batch of press pub- 
licity which 1he reporters had given 
roe and these unfortunate happen- 
ings. I think placed success far from 
the reach of my grasping hands. 


"I was still a member of the St. 


Paul team on July 4, 1911, and if 
you can remember back that, far—I 
can assure you I always will—it 
was hot as blazes, some persons go- 
ing so far as to claim it was one of 
the hottest days we have ever ex- 
perienced. I pitched the afternoon 
game and St. Paul was as hot that 
day as liquid steel. The thermome- 
ter was hovering about the MO de- 
gree mark and that 
pitcher's box 


was the hottest place on the earth 
or so it seemed to me. I got through 
the first inning, all right," but in the 
second, I started to get dizzy, but I 
continued to work for six innings 
until I was so unsteady tbat the 
manager was compelled to take mo 
out of the box. I suffered from the 
efforts of that day for some time 
altnough I did not. think it serious 
the mam result being a continuous 
headache. Finally I became alarm- 
eo and went to a doctor who said 
it was due to the overheated condi- 
tion of (he brain. The only remedy 
was to let it go. for there was no 
cure, and that pain lasted, with but 


a few slight, Irregular let-ups for 
over two years. 


"My last game as a member of the 


St. Paul team, before I came to the 
Pirates, took place about a week be- 
fore I was transferred and I pitch- 
ed through a drizzling rain which 
kept up throughout the entire game. • 
When the- game was through my 
arm felt dead and absolutely tired 
out. It was stiff and sore and would 
not lend itself to the treatment ad- 
ministered to it in the hope that it 
would again loosen up. In fact, it 
didn't come around to shape all that 
season. 


"As I have mentioned before, I 


figured in five games for the Pirates 
that season and the opposition did 
not connect with my delivery for 
many hits, my main failing being 
wildness. I seemed fairly effective 
when I got the ball over, but 0, the 
difficulty in getting it over. The 
passes I gave played a large part in 
the number of runs scored by the 
opposition and then the fans began 
to say I was wild, although I had 
never possessed that reputation be- 
fore and even now, I hardly think 
I deserve it. The bad condition of' 
my pitching arm resulted in the 
many bases on balls. 
When you 


try to pitch when your arm is "out 
of whack, it is a great deal harder 
than when it is in perfect shape, 
iou are 
compelled to use much 


extra effort to get the ball over and 
to get something on it and this extra 
effort is bound to weaken something 
And it usually results in your in- 
ability to locate the plate with any- 
thing like your accustomed speed 
and 'stuff.' 


"Ever since I was sold to the Pi- 


rates, I seem to have been 'jinxed' 
and 'jlnxed' right—everything went 
wrong. I was married in the winter 
of 1912 and my wife was taken sick 
with appendicitis in the midst of the 
baseball season of that year. With- 
in a week, I. myself was taken sick 
and was compelled to stay out of 
the game for nearly two months. 
My illness weakened me and when I 
was able to take my turn again. I 
was not yet in good shape and lost 
several games as a result 
This 


double sickness was a great disap- 
pointment, to me for I had started to 
save for a home and it also played 
havoc with my work during the re- 
mainder of the season. 


"My arm has bothered me consid- 


erably and prominent surgeons have 
said that it is over-developed. This 
is a bard condition to remedy for 
by constant use of the pitching arm, 
it develops more and more with each 
exercise." 


And so it is not. entirely Marty's 


fault that he has failed—in fact, he 
has tried his hardest but fates seem 
allied against him. If he had come 
up from the St Paul club through 
the draft route, or if he had been 
bought for an average price, he 
might now be one of the brightest 
stars in the constellation of major- 
leaeuo baseball. But he wasn't, he
